Congressman Hurley Will Work for 
the Adoption of the Metric System \ 
to Go Into Effect Jan. 1, 1900. 


New York, Nov. 28.—{Special.]—Congress- 
man Dennis M. Hurley of Brooklyn has a 
plan for saving more lives in a generation 
than were lost in the civil war. He has fig- 
ured it out that because of the cumbersome 
system of weights and measures in use in 
this country each of the 15,000,000 school 
children loses a year needlessly in reteiving 
arithmetical instruction. 

If the metric system were adopted he says 
at least 15,000,000 years of human life would 
be saved each generation and in addition 
merchants, clerks, and men of science would 
be relieved of a tax on the gray matter of 
their brain that is wrecking to both their 
mental and physical systems. : 

Mr. Hurley intends to advocate with all 
his ability the adoption at the coming session 
of Congress of a measure providing that 
after Jan. 1, 1900, the metric system of 
weights and measures shall. be the only sys- 
tem recognized in the United States. The 
bill prepared also provides that after July 
1, 1898, all of the departments of. the govern- 
ment shall use the system, except in com- 
pleting the survey of the public lands. 

Mr. Hurley said he had sounded the mem- 
bers of Congress and felt safe in predicting 
the passage of his measure. It was intra- 
duced in the last session, but did not receive 
much public attention.

SKELETONS UNDER YANDERBILTS’ PEW. 


Workmen Digging a Celiar Under 
Trinity Church at Newport Find 
Remaizs in Coffins. 


Newport, R. L, Nov. 28.—[{Special.}—While 
workmen were «ngaged today in digging for 
a cellar under the famous old Trinity 
Church they unearthed a coffin, in which 
was a skeleton of a woman, the scalp and 
long hafr being perfectly preserved. Later 
in the day they dug up several other parts 
of skeletons. The coffin was made of cedar, 
but fell to pleces when struck with a shovel.

the temperature of these refrigerators on 
wheels. The readings were taken between 
8 and 11 o'clock. Here they are. They tell 
their own story: 
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North Clark Street Cars Coldest. - 
The coldest cars encounteréd were the 
North Clark street cable cars, the tempera- 
ture of which was from the freezing point 
to 8 degrees above, but there was only one 
car where the latier degree of warmth 
was found. In the majority of cases the 
temperature varied between 35 and 38 de- 
grees. There were fires in all the stoves, 
but frequently they were so low as to give 
out little or no heat, and the bare hand 
could be laid with impunity on the pipe. In 
one car the temperature was exactly at 
the freezing point, and a dozen or more pas- 
sengers sat shivering in the frosty atmos- 
phere. 

Outside the gripmen were braving a tem- 
perature of about fifteen degrees above Zero, 
which was rendered almost unbearable by 
the keen wind against which they had no 
protection exl»pt from the clothes they 
wore. The motormen on some of the electric 
cars were protected by vestibules, which 
kept off the wind, and they seemed to ex- 
perience no particular discomfort. 

A gripman on one of the cable cars In re- 
ply to a question said in shivering tones it 
was cold. enough to freeze anything but a 
castiron man. 

The Lincoln avenue cars were somewhat 
warmer than Clark”’street cars. But even 
here there.much room for improvement. 

The Wells street cars crowded the Clark 
street cars for arctic honors, the temperature 
ranging from 34 to87 degrees, but more often 
it hovered about the first-named point. 

The Clybourn avenue cars were a Dit 
warmer, but that was all. 


Go West for North Pole. 

Travel on the West Side cable cars is sug- 
gestive of a trip to the north pole, except 
that there is no glory to be won in the feat. 
Passengers keep their coat collars turned up 
and look longingly for the fire in the stove, 
but it doesn’t burn. Every time the door of 
the car is opened an icy blast blows through. 
The passengers shiver and then begin to 
slowly warm the car with their own bodies. 
But another blast comes in and the car gets 
another chill. The opening of the front door 
generally causes a fall of 3”. 

Some of the conductors who were not 
born in Lapland and who have regard for 
their own comfort as well as that of their 
passengers, asked those leaving the cars 
to do so by the rear door. This prevented 
the escape of the animal warmth, which 
“nade riding only barely endurable. 


“4 South-Siders Fare Better. 

The policy of keeping fires lighted in the 
ears all night recently inaugurated by the 
Chicago City railway company was product- 
ive of good results yesterday, the cars in the 
southern portion of the city averaging 10 
degrees higher in temperature than those 
on the West and North Sides. 

The officials of the South Side company 
decided to try an experiment this year in 
not letting fires go at night. It is said 
they believed it to be more economical and 
satisfactory in‘ the end, and the decision 
seems to be justified. The cars started from 
the barn yesterday warm and comfortable 
and remained so all day. .

Spain Makes an Offer to the South 
American Republic. 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, Nov. 28.—From reli- 
able sources it has been learned that the 
Spanish Government asked Chile to seil the 
new cruiser Esmeralda, 5,000 tons, twenty- 
three knots, and also the emali battleship 
Congress, both of which will be ready to 

sail for Valparaiso next month. 

The Chilean Cabinet informed the Madrid 
Cabinet, through the medium of the Spanish 
Minister at Santiago, that the proposal 
could not be entertained. 

Similar advances by Spain were also made 
looking to the purchase of four fast torpedo- 
catchers bullt for Chile at Yarrow’s yard 
on the Thames. 


FROM THE INSURGENT GOVERNMENT 


Messenger Arrives with News for the 
Cuban Junta. 

New York, Nov. 28.—[{Special.)}—Lieut. 
Felix de Los Rios, the messenger of Gomez 
and of President Cisero, reached New York 
today with a packet for the Cuban Junta 
from the insurgent government. 

Rios is the man who, under the name of 
Reyes, at Jacksonville, was reported as say- 
ing Weyler’s retreateto Havana was the re- 
sult of the crushing defeat he experienced 
at the hands of the insurgents. : 

He was with President Cisero the night of 
Oct. 23, encamped at Araucana in Camaguay, 
when a courier rode up. ‘ Two thousand 
Spaniards killed in one day,” he cried, 
**Maceo and the dynamite gun did the 
work.’’ The report he brought told how 
5.000 of Maceo’s men met three times as 
many Spaniards in the Rubi Hills and de- 
feated them. The dynamite gun did terrible 
slaughter; Gen. Weyler, as usual, sent out 
a lying report of a Spanish victory. Only 
thirty Cubans were killed. 

‘*In the dispatches from Jacksonville I 
have been quoted as saying this was at Wey- 
ler’s recent engagements in Pinar del Rio. 
This is an error, as I have not been in Cuba 
for a month. 

‘‘ President Cisero read the report, and 
that night started me off for New York with 
seven companions. For five days we oe 
from thirst and tropical sun before e 

reached Nassau. The Spanish gunboat 
Neuva Espafio steamed into the harbor of 
Nassau only a few hours after we had ar- 
rived.”’ 

Lieut. Rios says in the Provinces of Cam- 
aguay and Oriente the revolution is prac- 
tically accomplished. In a few cities there 
are still Spanish garrisons, but they never 
venture out. The insurgent Governors rule 
both provinces. They have established a 
free school system, and education is com- 
pulsory for all children under 15 years of age. 
All boys above 15 are liable to be drafted into 
the insurgent army. 


Receipts from the Loan. 
Madrid, Nov. 29.—The Bank of Spain has 
cashed in 159,000,000 pesetas ($30,210,000) 
as a result of the recent loan. 


CHICAGOANS TO DEPART FOR CUBA. 


Must Pay Their Own Way Because 
Arms Are Needed More than Men. 


Twenty young Chicagoans who offered 
themselves to the cause of the Cuban in- 
surgents yesterday will make their way to 
the scene of hostilities at their own expense. 
The young men were enlisted by John 
Schwader, who accompanied them to the 
office of Edwin F. Cragin, Chairman of the 
Cuban Relief committee, No. 185 Dearborn 
street. Schwader will be accepted as a 
drill-master and sent to New York. The 
others were informed that the insurgents 
needed arms more than men. Then it was 
that the young men decided to go anyhow. 
They will proceed, it is said, by way of New 
Orleans. - 

One hundred men who offered their serv- 
ices earlier were refused because there were 
no arms for them. 

Mr. Cragin was seen at his homein Evans- 
ton last night. He said: 

** Agitation over Cuban matters has been 
exceedingly active in Chicago during the 
last two days. Not a few men, most of them 
ex-United States soldiers holding honorable 
discharges or Illinois State militiamen, have 
been to my office in Chicago offering their 
services and asking to be sent to Cuba. 

“The policy of the Relief committee, as 
stated by the official representatives of the 
insurgents in New York, is not to send men 
to Cuba unless they are specially qualified 
and have a knowledge of Spanish. 

“There are at least 7,000 or 8,000 Cuban 
soldiers who have no weapons other than 
the machete, and if these were given effect- 
ive arms they could do immeasurably more 
than new American recruits, who would 
constantly be at the mercy of the climate. 

“The efforts of the Relief committee are 
almed principally at securing aid for the 
wounded. 

“ Most of those who have gone from Chi- 
cago to Cuba have gone on their own re- 
sponsibility. 

“I am sure that if belligerent rights were 
accorded the Cubans by President Cleve- 
land an army of from 10,000 to 20.000 could 
be eaaily raised in Chicago.

MUST WIN IN THE END. 


CUBA WILL NEVER SUBMIT TO SPAN- 
ISH@TYRANNY AGAIN, 


Reply on Behalf of the Cuban Junta to 
the Statements of Weyler—That the 
War Could Be Carried on Indefinite- 
ly Has Been Proven-Absolute and 
Completé Independence the Only 
Résult the Cabans Will Now Con- 
sider. 


New York, Nov. 28.—Enrique José Varona, 
editor of Patria, the official organ of the 
Cuban junta in this city, and ex-Deputy 
from Havana to the Madrid Parllament, 
makes a detailed reply to Capt.-Gen. Wey- 
ler’s statement made to a representative of 
the Associated Press in Havana. Sig. Va- 
rona said: 

** Regarding Gen. Weyler’s statements that 
Maceo is continually scattering his forces 
in order to escape the Spanish columns, 
which, he says, are hunting him, the conclu- 
sion he draws from the scattering of forces 
is absurd, It does not follow that because 
the forces are scattered it is because they 
seek to avoid capture. 

“The scattering of forces by Maceo is due 
to a preconcerted plan. The forces are scat- 
tered and concentrated at will by Maceo, 
and he thereby makes sure of losing as few 
men as possible, and of striking blows when 
he is least expected by Gen. Weyler to do so. 
Maceo cannot afford to lose as many menas 
Weyler can, for Spain sends men like droves 
of sheep to the slaughter. The tactics of 
which Gen, Weyler complains are evidences 
of Maceo’s superiority as a military tactician 
over Weyler. : 

Weyler’s Promise Unfualfilled. 

“Gen, Weyler’s promise of the early paci- 
fication of the Provinces of Havana, Matan- 
vas, and Santa Clara is shown to be false by 
the fact that the rebels have sustained them- 
selves in those provinces, ever since the ar- 
rival of Gen. Campos, Weyler’s predecessor, 
and the constant multiplication of the rebel 
numbers notwithstanding that the railroad 
and telegraph facilities are in the hands of 
the Spaniards, the ease of approach to those 
provinces from Havana, and the easy trans- 
portation of armies of men, and all the re- 
sources furnished to the troops by an estab- 
lished government. In the face of all this, 
and of the constant depletion. of ranks by 
fevers, the Cubans have not. been subdued, 
and will not be subdued in those provinces. 

‘His further assurances that Holguin, 
Puerto Principe, and Bayamo-are unneces- 
sarily protected is a fallacy in itself. He 
bases his claim that the rebel forces in that 
section have been weakened on the single 
fact of the lamentable death of José Maceo. 
Appreciating fully the great loss which the 
rebels have suffered through his death, I 
maintain that as a leader his successor, 
Gen. Calixo Garcia, not only adds prestige 
to the revolution, but has been instrumental! 
in bringing many additional followers to the 


‘flag of free Cuba. By their location these 


provinces are most favorable to the cauee 

of the revolution. We have most of our ad- 

herents there; the troops are better provided 

oe and it ts easily accessible for expedi- 
ns. 

“Ten years’ war has amply proven that 
the war could be carried on indefinite! 
from those provinces, and that by holding 
only these provinces we could make per- 
petual war on Spain.”’ 


No Self-Government. 


Leaving the question of military tactics, 
Sig. Varona turned his aitention towards 
those portions of Gen. Weyler’s statement 
in which the Captain-General seeks to show 
that the Cubans are not such sufferers from 
Spanish tyranny as they claim to be.. Sig. 
Varona said: 

*“‘Gen. Weyler told your correspondent that 
after 1868 Spain granted ample and numer- 
ous Cuban representation, and that the 
Cubans were permitted to intervene directly 
in the establishment of equal rights with the 
European Spaniards in the colonies. He also 
told your correspondent that the provincial 
and municipal laws are alike in the provinces 
asin Spain. He assures your correspondent 
that the Cubans have freedom of press, 
meeting, and association, and that the laws 
of Madrid are the laws of Cuba. 

**In reply to that, permit me to state that 
the Cuban representation of which the Gen- 
eral boasts was andis a sham for two rea- 
sons: 

“ First, because the number of Cuban 
electors is limited in such a manner that 
they_represent only about 3 per cent of the 
population. 

“Second, the law was framed in such a 
manner that the resident Spaniards would 
always have the major proportion of the 
representation. Up to the present time the 
average membership of Cubans in the Par- 
liament has been three, the highest number 
ever reachea being seven. The same state 
of affairs exists in the municipal and provin- 
cial governments, so much so that it Is a 
fact that in the Havana’City Council it has 
occurred that there was not one single Cu- 
ban member. This notwithstanding that 
throughout the entire island, in the city and 
country districts, overwhelming majorities 
of the population are native Cubans. 


Abolition of Slavery. 

“Gen, Weyler talks of the freedom of 
slavery in Cuba as a Spanish achievement. 
The abolition of slavery in Cuba is entirely 
due to the Cubans themselves, who, not- 
withstanding the fact that they were slave- 
holders, have always been abolitionists. 
They compelled the insertion of a clause in 
the treaty of Zanjon which provided for ab- 
solute freedom for those colored troops who 
fought under the Cuban flag. 

‘The Spanish Government was compelled 
to. grant.this freedom, and inasmuch as it 
was impossible to grant the privilege of free- 
dom to the rebel negroes and not to the 
loyalist negroes, who were but partial slaves, 
it became necessary to grant freedom to all. 


Cuba Would Have to Pay. 

‘* And, finally, the General hastens to as- 
sure your correspondent that Cuba has not 
been asked to contribute towards the ex- 
penses of the government in crushing out 
the rebellion. That is absolutely a false- 
hood. The maintenance of the Spanish 
soldiery has been derived entirely from the 
placing of hypothecated Cuban bonds, guar- 
anteed by Cuban debts and revenues alone. 
Even now the second interior loan which 
Weyler has effected has been done only by 
assuring the Spanish people that as soon 
as possible the entire debt will be thrown 
upon Cuba, which will have to pay ail the 
expenses of the war should Spanish victory 
result. 

“This state of affairs only serves to in- 
‘crease Cuban determination, and makes it 
impossible for the war to be ended by treaty 
arrangement. In such an event Cuba would 
be overwhelmed, plunged into an abyss of 
debt from which it could not emerge fora 
century to come. 

‘Nothing short of absolute and complete 
independence will satisfy the Cuban patriots. 
Nothing else will they accept, and they will 
go on fighting to the bitter end. They are 
bound to win, and they will not lay down 
their arms until they have secured the prige 
they cherish so highly.”

It Is Said the Radical Section Hopes to 
Permanently Oust Rosebery. 

New York, Nov. 28.—A London cablegram 
today has the following: 

‘No small stir was created in Liberal cir- 
cles today by the speech of Sir Robert Reid, 
Attorney-General in the last Liberal govern- 
ment, at Rugby last night, repudiating Mr. 
Morley’s attempt to hush up the long-stand- 
ing difference between Lord Rosebery and 
Sir William Harcourt, which really was the 
cause of Lord Rosebery’s resignation. 

“Lord Rosebery was, he said, forced into 
Mr. Gladstone‘s place against his own in- 
clination by those who, for unexplained rea- 
sons, declined to serve under Sir William 
Harcourt. Had Lord Rosebery declined the 
government would have been broken up. 
The present effort to depreciate a frank 
facing of the situation was unwise and un- 


fair, both to Lord Rosebery and Sir William 
Harcourt. x 

“Sir Robert Reid evidently believes that 
the extreme radical section hopes, by closing 
the discussion of the leadership, to perma- 
nently oust Lord Rosebery in favor of Sir 
William Harcourt. Interesting develop- 


ments are expected when Parliament 
meets.,”’ ’ 


CHILEAN REVOLUTION IS SERIOUS. 
Officers of the Swan Say Country Is 
Honeycombed with Corruption. 
San Diego, Cal., Nov. 28.—The British 
crusier Wild Swan from South America 
brings particulars of the movement which 
led- to the present Chilean revolution. The 
crusier was at Coquimbo and Iquique dur- 
ing the elections and in the latter port as 
early as September there were mutterings 

of the coming storm, 

The Wild Swan was sent there to protect 
British interests in the threatened revolt 
against the government. Dissatisfaction 
over elections and inflamed feeling over 
small incidents led to a conspiracy for the 
overthrowing of the government. 

The revolution has now reached great pro- 
portions, and the officers of the Wild Swan 
say the political system of the country is 
honeycombed with corruption ‘and 
serious results may be expected of the up- 
‘rising. 


Freneh Interests Safe. 

Paris, Nov. 28.—The French Government 
has received assurances from the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain to the effect that the 
sphere of the River Niger company’s pro- 
posed expedition will not affect French in- 
terests. 


POLICE INVESTIGATING HER DRATH. 


Mrs. Annie Kowalski of North Ham- 
mond Passes Away Under Suspi- 
eclious Circumstances. 


Mrs. Annie Kowalski died under appar- 
ently mysterious circumstances late Friday 
night at the home of her son, John Kowal- 
ski, in North Hammond, Ind., and Deputy 
Coroner Crawford has ordered the body re- 
moved to Huber’s morgue pending an in- 
vestigation under direction of Chief of Po- 
lice Malo. The woman was 77 years of age 
and up to a few hours before her death was 
apparentiy in good health. Since coming 
to America from Poland several years ago 
she has made her home with her son. 

The ‘woman carried life insurance policies, 
it is said. When she was found dead she 
was fully dressed, and with the exception of 
a slight abrasion on the left forehead, possi- 
bly caused by falling to the floor, there is 
no mark of violence on her body. 

John Kowalski says his mother died at 10 
o’clock. He did not notify the Board of 
Health, it is said, until ten- hours had 
elapsed. When the undertaker called the 
woman’s body was laid out upon a board 
and preparations were being made for im- 
mediate interm: at. Dr. James G. Van de 
Walker, Secretary of e Board of Health, 
issued a burial permifin which old age and 
heart failure were the causes assigned for 
the woman’s death, but this has been re- 
called. Richard D. Mackay, Coroner of 
Lake County, Ind., has been advised of the 
matter and will hold a post-mortem exami- 
nation this morning. , 


MINERS STRIKE FOR 80 CENTS A DAY. 


Raise Is Conceded, but the Task Ie In- 
creased and a Second Walk- 
out Follows.

Lancaster, Pa., Nov. 28.—One hundred and 
twenty-five men employed at the ore mines 
of Charles P. Grubb at Silver Springs, this 
county, have gone on a strike. The men 
were receiving 70 cents a day, and madea 
demand for ten cents more. This was grant- 
ed, but the management then ordered that 
instead of lifting the ore to the surface by 
means of a gang of men on three planes sev- 
enty of the employés on the plane should be 
discharged and their work done by: the 
others. This the men refused to accede to 
and went on a strike. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 28.—The extensive 
plant of the Roxbury Carpet company has 
shut down for an indefinite period. Agents 
have made no statement concerning the 
action. The plant is the largest of its kind 
in New England, employing about 1,200 
people. 

Youngstown, O., Nov. 28.—The Ohio Steel 
company will start its large plant in opera- 
tion on Monday morning, and it is expected 
will run steadily until the holidays. It is 
reported that an order has been received

by the company for 15,000 tons of steel billets 


which will be used in making wire nails.

All the smaller industries 
are running full, with sufficient orders 
booked to run until after the opening of the 
new year. 


HIS DEFALCATION NEARLY $200,000. 


Amount of the Shortage of John H. 
Hoffer, the Lebanon, Pa., Bank 
Cashier, Is Growing. 


Lebanon, Pa., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—The de- 
falcation of Cashier John H. Hoffer of the 
First National Bank amounts to $110,178 of 
the bank’s money. There are other defalca- 
tions, which? it is thought, will swell this 
amount to nearly $200,000. 

The report that the directors of the bank 
have been unable to find a bond from Hof- 
fer or’ that the sureties are worthless is 
without foundation. 

The bank holds a bond with men who are 
abundantly able to pay the full amount. 

George W. Shiffler, the teller of the bank, 
is missing. He is thought to be suffering 
from temporary derangement, brought on 
by the heavy defalcajions of Cashier Hoffer. 
Shiffier’s family and his friends fear for his 
safety. 

Cashier Hoffer’s defalcations were first 
‘made known to the bank officers through 
Shiffler, who claimed his accounts had been 
tampered with to the extent of a $14,000 
shortage. Although every confidence was 
placed in Shiffler by the bank officials, the 
strain on his nervous system was too much. 


ANXIETY FOR GLIDDEN AND CONSORT. 


Vessels Laden with Coal That Are Un- 
reported Since Passing the Straits 
Five Days Ago. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 28.—Some anxiety is 
felt here for the steamer John N. Glidden, 
which with its escort, the Aberdeen, passed 
the straits at 1:30 o’clock Tuesday morning 
with coal cargoes for Milwaukee. 

The vessels have not been reported since 
passing and nothing has been heard from 
them.

CLEVELAND MAY BE DEAN 


RUMOR THAT HE WILL BE HEAD OF 
PRINCETON LAW SCHOOL. 


His Purchase of a Home at That Piace 
Is Taken by the Faculty to Meas 
That the President Will Accept 8" 
Offer Made Him Some Time Ago— 
His Wife Favors the Plan-—Prece- 
dent in the Cnse of Ex-President 
Harrison. 


New York, Nov. 28.--[Special.]}—Presi@ent 
Cleveland’s purchase of a home in Prince- 
ton, N. J., and the announcement he will 
make his home there after he retires from 
the Presidential chair next March has been 
received with joy by every one in Princeton 
and particularly by the faculty of the univer- 
sity, who have the idea the President intends 
to identify himself with Princeton's great 
institution, 

He is, so the rumor goes, to become dean 
ef the Princeton law school. When the 
project of becoming dean of the schoo! was 
broached to him he regarded it favorably. 
Mrs. Cleveland, too, thought well of the 
project. She liked the university air that 
surrounded the place, the society, and the 
opportunity her husband would have of 
identifying his name with that of a great 
seat of learning. Then, too, she looked upon 
it as the most dignified position an ex- 
President could possibly occupy. Besides, 
there was a precedent for it, ex-President 
Harrison having occupied a similar position 
with the Leland Stanford University in Call- 
fornia. 

A search for a suitable home was left to 
Profs. West and Libbey, warm friends of 
the Clevelands. They thought the old Slidell 
house on Bayard and Hodge avenues would 
about suit, and Prof. Libbey took a number 
of photographs of the place, These were 
sent to Mrs. Cleveland, and she at once ap- 
proved of the selection. When the President 
visited Princeton at its sesqui-centennial, he 
inspected the house, and Prof. West was au- 
thorized to purchase it from Mrs. William 
Slidell. That lady had previously asked 
$50,000 for the place, but it is believed Pres- 
ident Cleveland got it for a trifle less. 

The house is in fair condition, but it is said 
Mr. Cleveland will have it thoroughly over- 
hauled. it was built in 1854 by Col. Stockton. 


LAID AMID IMPOSING CEREMONIES. 


Bishop Potter Presides at Placing of 

Corner-Stome of N. Y. A. C. House. 

New York, Nov. 28.—{Special.}—Two thou- 
sand clubmen and a thopsand other people— 
the latter outside the restraining lines, com- 
posed of 200 policemen—witnessed the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone of the New York Ath- 
letic club’s new million dollar house at Fif- 
ty-ninth street and Sixth avenue, this after- 
noon, and listened to a bright address by 
Chauncey M. Depew.

New York, Nov. 28.—[{Special.]}-One mar- 
riage made in Minnesota is to be broken in 
New York, if an anxious wife has her way, 
and another wife has obtained a divorce 
because she learned of an earlier marriage 
of her husband in Wisconsin. 

Mrs. Mary L. Gadd has brought suit for 
separation from her husband, “Luther G. 
Gadd, on the ground of abandonment. He 
is President of the Republic Savings and 
Loan Association of Newark and other 
financial institutions, and has an income of 
$20,000. They were married Nov. 1, 1887, 
at Minneapolis. They lived in this city until 
1894, when Mr. Gadd moved to New Jersey 
for business reasons. Mrs. Gadd remained 
here and claims his action was abandon- 
ment, and her allowance of $75 per month 
is not sufficient. When Mr, Gadd first sug- 
gested going to New Jersey Mrs. Gadd de- 
clared she would not be buried in a foreign 
country. 

Lillian A. Howard was married to Charles 
Leroy Howard, also known as Charies H 
Jones, March 28, 1893. In October, 1894, 
Mrs. Howard or Jones learned her hus- 
band and Jennie Howard were married at 
Racine, Wis., in November, 1892, They 
lived together for three months, and she 
has never been divorced from him. It is 
alleged Howard is wanted in La Crosse, 
Wis., for bigamy. The Justice granted a 
decree of annulment.

28.—{Special.}—-Columbia 
University is to have a dormitory building 
which will be the most commodious struct- 
ure of its kind in the country, and forma 
very handsome addition to.the group of 
beautiful buildings now going up at the new 
site on the plateau west of Morningside 
Park. It will be built by a private company 
of friends of the college, and the corporation 
which is to erect the building will be known 
as the Hamilton Court Building company, 
after Columbia’s most distinguished grad- 
uate, Alexander Hamilton. The total cost of 
the building finished is estimated at $1,000,- 
000. No rooms will be rented without board, 
and the great dining-room will be large 
enough to seat all the 920 occupants of the 
rooms at once.

It now looks as if George B. Adams was 
going to make a good fight for the Senator- 
ship. His friends have, been working in- 
dustriously and quietly in his behalf. They 
have made no noise about his candidacy, 
and they think they have assurances that 
the eight votes from the North Side in the 
Republican Senatorial caucus will be cast 
for Mr. Adams, 

Representative Olsen is looking after Mr. 
Adams’ chances. He spends a great part of 
his time at the Great Northern Hotel mak- 
ing the acquaintance of his fellow-members 
of the General Assembly and working in 
Mr. Adams’ interest. But little attention 
has been given to Mr. Adams in this con- 
test, all the talk seeming to be about Mason, 
Hitt, Carr, Hamilton, and other men. It 
appears to be reasonably certain that Adams 
is going into the fight, and sure it is that 
every effort will be made to concentrate the 
North Side votes in his interest. : 

Some of Adams’ friends said yesterday 
the only man in the North Side delegation 
who was likely to be for some candidate 
other than Mr. Adams was Fred Busse. 

Mr. Hitt spent the day at the Great North- 
ern, where he has Headquarters, and went 
out to his home at Mount Morris to put in 
Sunday. He will be here early next week 
before going to Washington. 


Berry to Make a Contest. 

Senator Berry is going to contest the 
election of Mr. Manifold, Popocrat, from the 
Twenty-eighth Senatorial District. This 
much was settled yesterday, when Senator 
Berry, by appointment, met with Senators 
Monroe, Crawford, Aspinwall, Harding, 
Evans, Warder, Humphrey, Campbell, and 
others at the Great Northern Hotel. 

The grounds of the contest present a sim- 
ple issue. The Twenty-eighth District is 
composed cf the Counties of Schuyler, Han: 
cock, and McDonough. Mr. Berry 
was the Republican nominee for ths Senate. 
The Popocrats nominated Mr. Manifold. 
The Populists nominated a man by the hame 
of Hull, whose nomination, howcver, was 
not within the time prescribed by the elec- 
tion law or at any time certified (uv the Sec- 
retary of State, as the law requires. 

That Secretary of State Hinrichsen had 
no official knowledge of the nomination of 
Hull was evidenced by the fact that the 
official ballot or certifications sent to the 
County Clerks in the Twenty-eighth Dis- 
trict teft the Populists’ nomination for the 
Senate without a name. 

Subsequently a Senatorial committee, sup- 
posed to be of Populists, met and indorsed 
Manifold as their cahdidate for the Senate. 
Thereupon Secretary Hinrichsen, on the 
eve of election, sent some kind of a cer- 
tificate to the County Clerks in the district, 
acquainting them of Manifold's indorse- 
ment by the Populists and ordering them 
to put his name in the blank on the ticket 
opposite the Populistic nomination for the 
Senate. This was done and Berry was beat- 
en by about 100 votes. 


Fortified with the Records. 


With rare forethought Senator Berry had 
provided himself with certified copies of all 
the documents in the case. He has sub- 
mitted the matter to five prominent lawyers, 
four of whom are Democrats and one Repub- 
lican. They with one accord declare that 
Manifold’s election fs illegal and advise Mr. 
Berry to make a contest for the seat. These 
lawyers are men of high standing, and their 
advice was given, not as a matter of friend- 
ship, but for fees paid them in the regular 
course of business. 

This matter was fully explained by Senator 
Berry yesterday to the Republican Senators 
above mentioned. Those present agreed 
among themselves that so soon as the Senate 
was organized they would take up the con- 
test and dispose of it as speedily as possible. 
It goes without saying that they can ex- 
pedite the matter if they are so disposed, be- 
cause the Republicans have more than two- 
thirds of the Senate and can suspend the 
rules and order of business whenever they 
see fit. 

The chances are that Berry will be seated 
in short order, because the point involved is 
easily stated and can be proved or disproved 
without the production of much evidence, 
and it is the evidence in contested election 
cases that always brings about delay.

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LOOK TO DEFICITS IN SCHOOL FUNDS. 


Amount Set Apart for New Buildings

Boston, Mags., Nov. 28.—Patrick Maguire, 
the distinguished Democratic political leader, 
and editor, died at his home in Roxbury this 
afternoon m the effects of a paralytic 
shock on Wednesday morning. . 

Patrick Maguire was born in County Mona- 
ghan, Ireland, Dest. 5, 1838, and came to 
America with his parents when a child. He 
learned thé printer’s trade in the Gazette 
office at Charlottetown, P. E. I. In 1882 
he began the publication of the Republic, a 
Democratic weekly paper of which he was 
editor, publisher, and sole proprietor up to 
the time of his death. .

REUNION OF TWO MEN WITH HISTORY 


Recall the Day They Were Shot by 
Geouerrillas and Left for Dead. 
Decatur, Ind., Nov. 28.—[{Special.]~There 
Was a unique reunion held at Monmouth 
today. It was the annual meeting of E. B. 
Crouse of Antwerp, O., and Lemuel Grand- 
staff, Postmaster of Monmouth, the only 
survivors of twelve Unicon soldiers who were 
stood up in squads of four and shot down 

like dogs by a band of guerrillas. 

Both men were members of the One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth Indiana Infantry, Gen. 
Cooper’s brigade. They had been through 
Gen. Sherman’s last campaign, and had 
marched from Resaca, Ga., to Johnsonville, 
on the Tennessee River. They left Johnson- 
ville on the 24th of November, 1964, and after 
five days’ marching over rough roads Crouse, 


Supt. 


Grandstaff, and ten others gave out, and eat | 


by the readside. After their regiment had 
gone some distance a band of thirty guerril- 
las came up from the rear and took them 
captives. 

They were compelled to march ten miles, 
and after wading Pine River were taken toa 
lonely spot and divided into squads of four. 
The first four were taken behind some 
bushes and shot down. The second squad, 
containing Crouse and Grandstaff, were 
stood beside their dead comrades until the 
guerrillas reloaded their revolvers, when they 
were slvot. The third squad received the 
same fate. The dead soldiers were then di- 
vested of their coats, and anything of value 
they had on their person. One soldier was 
riddled with bullets while attempting to run 
away. ; 

The guerrillas then mounted to ride away, 
when a dying soldier began groaning, and 
they came back, shot him again, and rolled 
all of the dead in a gully, and rode away. 
During all this Grandstaff and Crouse were 
conscious, and heard everything. After the 
guerrilias were gone Grandetaff rose and 
called to his companion, Crouse, who arose, 
and they made an examination of each oth- 


ers wounds. 


Crouse was shot through the neck, and 
hips, and shoulders. Grandstaff had five 
wounds about his body. None was serious. 

The shooting occurred in the evening, and 
it was getting dark when they started to 
regain their brigade. After a tiresome 
march of about fifteen miles they came to 
the Unton picket line. Thinking them reb- 
els the pickets began firing at them. They 
sought refug@ in a hollow tree, where they 
remained all hight. In the morning they 
succeeded in Peaching the wagon train, and 


‘were takem along with their regiment. 


When they entered the service Grandstaff 
was but 17 years old and Crouse 18. They 
hold a reunion every year on the 27th of 
November, and can truly be thankful that 
they are living and enjoying good health. 
A large number of old soldiers met with 
them today at the home of Mr. Grandstaff.

“ Yes, it was pretty cold this morning— 
9 degrees above zero between 6 and 7 
o'clock.

The prospect is for generally fair 
weather and light westerly to northwesterly 
winds. 

“There is nothing yet to indicate it pos!- 
tively, but it is not unlikely the weather 
will really moderate on Monday.

BEG FOR A WARM PLACE TO SLEEP. 


Hundreds of Unfortunates Besiege the 
Police Stations. 

Since the beginning of the recent cold 
period the various police stations in the city 
have been besieged by an almost constant 
stream of unfortunates asking’ for a warm 
place tosleep. The rapid increase of lodgers 
has caused the commanding officers of the 
different etations.much alarm lest they will 
be unable to provide places, 


The last two nights have increased the: 


number of lodgers at an alarming rate. The 
hospitality afforded is simply a place on the 
stone floor where they can lie down, and 
this is accepted gratefully. : 

At Harrison Street Station last night 
twenty-five men were crouched on the stone 
fioor in one of thecorridors. Most of them 
brought newspapers, which they spread out 
to protect their clothing from thedirt. Until 
twa nights ago men were not allowed to 
lodge at the station, but Capt. Koch coun- 
termanded the order on account of the cold 
weather. Most of the men said they 
had put in the day searching for 
work. They expressed a willing- 
ness to do anything to earn a living. A 
few who had grown more desperate an- 
nounced their intention of committing some 
ect which would tnsure their sentence to 
the bridewell for the winter. This, they 
said, would be better than sleeping in police 
stations infested with vermin. 

The demand on the outlying stations on 
the South Side is greater than on the ones 
closer the center of the city. At Twenty- 
second street fifty men sought protection 
from the cold; Deering street had forty, and 
Cottage Grove about the same number: at 
Brighton Park Station twenty mén slept 
last night; Thirty-fifth.and Halsted street 
had ten more; and Stanton avenue had 
about the same number. 

Of the men who sought shelter from the 
city few had overcoats, and none were warm- 
ly clad. They came shivering into the sta- 
tion and were not refused unless the cell- 
room was full.

catching undesirable dogs and putting them 
out of the way is accomplished during the 
months when the temperatures are endura- 
ble. Not so. The dog catcher is still abroad 
and active. Three wagons are out everys 
day. They gather in an average daily har- 
vest of from sixty to seventy-five dogs. 
Then, if it chances to be cold weather, the 
dogs suffer until it either happens that they 
are redeemed by their owners or that they 
are released by the terms of the city ordi- 
nance, which permits that they be killed 
after from five to ten days’ imprisonment, 
according to their classification. 

The city pound, located at West Fillmore 
street and Central Park avenue, would have 
made an excellent shelter for dogs during the 
heated term of last August,-when animals 
and human beings were dying by the dozens 
from the heat. It has side windows with 
iron gratings and hinged wooden shutters 
that are closed at night, but no glass. It 
also has ventilating cupolas or towers over 
the top of each pen. These pens are ar- 
ranged along the sides of a central hallway 
running lengthwise of the building, and there 
are windows opening on this hallway. In 
the daytime the outside windows are open, 
to afford light, and the wind blows through 
from one side of the structure to the other. 


Warmed by the Animals. 


It is practically as cold inside the building 
as it is outside, There is nothing but ani- 
mal warmth to temper the rigors of the 
piercing cold. Animal warmth might suffice 
under other conditions, but in the city dog 
pound it stands a poor show to make any 
impression. The pens are large and high, 
with board floors, over which is scattered a 
little sawdust. There is no hay or straw, or 
anything else with which the dogs can make 
beds or keep warm 

The clerk in charge of the pound yesterday 
afternoon, in the absence of Poundmaster 
Eli Montgomery, said about 8 per cent of the 
dogs taken to the pound are redeemed by 
their owners or purchased by strangers. 
The purchase consists of paying the same re- 
demption fee and costs that the owner would 
be required to pay. Dogs that have been 
registered and licensed, but have lost their 
license tags, cannot be disposed of in this 
manner until five days after they are taken 
in. 

This season few dogs have been redeemed 
by others than their owners. This was true 
also last year. The poundmaster attributes 
it to the fact that times have been rather 
hard and that people have not been anxious 
to burden themselves with pets that must be 
fed. Asa result an unusually large number 
of the season's catch has been disposed of 
by killing. 


Nine Thousand Killed This Year. 


At the pound yesterday it was learned 
that over 9,000 dogs have been killed this 
year. Their carcasses are taken care of by 
the contractor, who disposes of the bodies 
of the animals that are left dead in the 
streets. The skins are removed and sold to 
tanners, and in that Way a profit is made by 
the contractor. 

The killing of dogs takes place twice a 
week. Death is cauesd by charcoal fumes. 
Dogs whose days are numbered are put into 
a big chest, which tis closed tightly. Then 
charcoal fumes are forced into the chest. 
Inhaling the stifling vapors, the dogs choke 
and whine for a minute or more. Then un- 
consciousness ensues. They soon die. 

The sight in the pens yesteray afternoon 
when the dogs were fed their meal of stale 
bread was a pitiabla one. The bread was 
thrown in In large chunks, from the size of 
a man’s fist to half a loaf. The dogs are 
assorted in the pens with some reference to 
their size, but there are dogs in each pen 
stronger than many of their fellow-prison- 
ers.. As a natural result, the stronger dogs 
get most of the bread, while the little ones 
frequently are punished, dog fashion, if 
they try to secure theirshare.

The old lease of the present structure 
expired last spring, and there was some 
talk of having more comfortable winter 
quarters. But the lease was renewed for 
a period of two years. It seems more than 
likely that as long as the dog catcher re- 
mains active stray dogs will suffer as great 
exposure when in the pound as when out 
ef it and without the privilege of looking 
about for a place to crawl in and keep warm. 

How late the work of the dog-catchers 
will be kept up this season is not known. 
Last year the wagons stopped going out 
Dec. 14 and the pound was kept open until 
Jan. 1. It was stated yesterday that Pound- 
master Montgomery intended to call in the 
wagons and stop catching dogs earlier this 
year. No set rule has been established to 
govern the matter. Some winters the work 
has been kept up without interruption until 
spring, when the time came for the renewal 
of licenses and the beginning of a new sea- 
son’s catch. Other seasons the work has 
stopped early In November.

Ponkish of Soudan Arrested on a 
Charge of Grand Larceny. 
Burlington, Ia., Nov. 28.—{S8pecial.]—The 
District Court was honored today by hav- 
ing on trial before it no less @ person than 
Prince Ponkish of Soudan. The Prince isa 
colored man and was arrested under the 
plebeian name of “ Johh Brown” for grand 
larceny. ;

He claims he was 
taken from home when he was 20 years old 
by Henry M. Stanley, the explorer, and was 
with him in many of his travels.

The 
long delay in getting water on the blaze al- 
lowed the fire to spread over the rear of the 
buildings on the east, and it had reached the 
second floor of the Illinois Club Livery com- 
pany before a successful effort was made to 
stop its progress.

Fireman Hurley, who was at work 
on the rear of the livery barn, was burned 
slightly about the face and was taken toa 
drug store nearby, where his injuries re- 
ceived attention. He resumed work a few 
minutes later.

The thirty-five horses housed tn the livery 
barn were rescued and taken to other stables 
in the locality.

It is possible, too, that some supplemental 
State legislation may be necess in giving 
the Park Commissioners control of the filled 
land on the park-front. it has been assumed 
that the filled lands belong to the State. 
This undoubtedly is true so far as the city 
is concerned, but it is possible that some of 
the park acts cover this point. This is a 
question to be determimed. There has been 
a number of park acts for the benefit of Lix- 
colm Park, but whether any of them are 
broad ehough to cover the point at issue can 
only be determined by a careful wanes A 
tion, which James R. Manm, attorney of tRKe 
board, will proceed at once to make. 

One of the first acts of the Commissioners 
will be the placing of the Logan monument 
at the foot of Eldridge court. This site was 
chosen some time ago, but It was decided to 
take no positive action in the matter 
previous to the passage of the ordinance 
assuming control of the park. 


Field Columbian Maseum Site. 


With reference to the possible location of 
the Field Columbian Museum, the Park Com- 
missioners are said to have given positive 
assurances that any wishes Mr. Field may 

ave will be observed fully. The real reason 
or objecting to a definite location of the 
institution, and. one which has not thus 
far been made public, is said to be an ap- 
prehesion as to what uses might be made of 
the land proposed to be set apart for the 
building, provided the museum should not 
be built. In that event the site might revert 
to the city and might be used for some pur- 
pose not at all in harmony with the sur- 
roundings. Such an occurrence would mar 
the beauty of the park. It is argued that, 
while the City Councti has acted with com- 
mendable public spirit In the present in- 
stance, its complexion might be changed in 
a few years. 

A great number of schemes have been 
urged before the Park Commissioners look- 
ing to securing a location on the Lake-Front 
Park. People in the interest of various pub- 
lic institutions have approached the Com- 
missioners and sought to convince them of 
the wisdom of locating their projects in the 
park. They all have argued from the stand- 
point of benefits to the public. In some 
cases private interests were apparent.

NEW HOME FOR THE BRIDEWELL BOYS 


Pians Being Drawn for a Separate 
Building, and the Council Will 
Be Asked for $50,000. 


Within a few weeks the City Council will 
be asked to appropriate $50,000 to be used in 
the erection of a home and training school 
for boy prisoners at the bridewell. The new 
building will be erected on ground adjoining 
the John Worthy Manual Training School 
and will accommodate 100 pfisoners, 

Plans for the néw building are now being 
drawn by City Architect Watson. The 
structure will be two stories high and_of 
modern design. Bach cell will be well 
lighted and ventilated, and especial attention 
will be given to sanitation. : 

When the new structures is completed the 
boy prisoners will not beicompelled to asso- 
ciate with hardened criminals. They will 
be kept in-the mew annex, apart from the 
other inmates, arid taught useful trades in 
the manual training school. Mrs, Lucy 
Flower. and other members of the Woman’s 
club have labpred in vain to interest othe 
city administrations to bring about this re- 
form. |

‘HL H. HART ON BUSINESS METHODS. 


st. Paul Expert Discusses the Exist~- 
ing Situation. nog? 


H. H. Hart wae the next speaker. He 
said, substantially: 

“Chicago is the wonder not only of the 
provincial cities but even of those which 
aspire to be called metropolitan. Yet it 
must be remembered that time is an essential 
element in the growth of institutions, even 
in Chicago. The whole country is*coming to 
look to Chicago, not only as the commercial 
center, but also as the social center of the 
United States, and expects to find her in 

ton of the best ideas. 

“Though charity organization is only a 
little more than twenty years old, it has 
taken firm root in Boston, New York, Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Indi- 
anapolis, Dertoit, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis, and some fifty other American 
cities, in some of them only after several 

of experiment and debate. This fact 
alone indicates that it possesses elements of 
permanence and value. Its utility has long 
ceased to be a debatable in most of those 
cities, though many of its details are ségill in 
the experimental stage. It is therefore a 
matter of some surprise to find the question 
of the practical value of charity organiza- 
tion under discussion in Chicago. 

‘* Charity organization has been defined by 
Dr. Charles B. Kellogg of New York as‘ an 
agency for bringing charitable and municipal 
relief organizations into concert of action.’ 


} It is in fact the application of modern busi- 


ness methods to charity. 

“The advocates of charity onganization 
societies believe in the following principles: 
Prompt, adequate relief for all cases of 
need; full cod on of all charitable 
agencies; careful inquiry into the condition 
and history of the applicant in order to have 
dome for him the best thing poesible; com- 
plete registration for the benefit of all of 
the codperating charities; syetematic study 
of the problem of charity and education of 
the community through conferences, publi- 
cations, etc. 


zation whe does not advocate relief societies 
where efficient relief societies do not exist. 
Charity organization societies sometimes 
organize a relief department, but usually 
with reluctance, preferring to work through 
societies organized for that specific pur- 
pose.” 


DR. TRUSDELL DISCUSSES THE PLAN. 


Scheme of.Charity Organization as a 
Preventive of Crime. 

The Rev. C. G. Trusdell, long experienced 
in Chicago charitable work, then spoke as 
follows: | | 

“The terms “‘ charity organiation,’’ “‘ or- 
ganized charities,” and “ associated chari- 
ties,’’ are often used interchangeably, as if 
they were synonymous. This is a mistake. 
If we expect to arrive at any satisfactory 
agreement in this discussion we must have 
a common understanding of terms. “ Ar 
mour Mission,’’ ‘‘ The Home for the Friend- 
less,’’ orphan asylums, and simi- 
lar institutions are organized charities—that 
is, they are charities, and they are organized, 
but they are not charity organization so- 
cieties, nor are they associated charities in 
any sense, nor do they need to be in order 
to attain their greatest efficiency. 

‘“‘ University settlements, gospel missions, 
and residences established in so-called 
‘slum @istricts,’ are notorganized charities 
in the sense that we are comsidering. They 
are educational and religious forces for the 
uplifting of the masses. They are intel- 
lectual and éspiritual gymnasiums for the 
training and education of missionaries and 
students in sociology. 


, Origin of a Term. 


The term \“‘ Charity Organization Society ” 
was not originally applied to a local society. 
It was not used in the singular to describe 
any particular charity, but in the plural, as 
indicated by thé name of a _ publication 
known as “ The Register of Charity Organ- 
izations and Relief Societies,’’ published 
annually in London, of which I have several 
copies. It is a register of all societies for 
charity work throughout the world, so far as 
can be ascertained, of every name and kind, 
for the relief of distress and the prevention 
of pauperism and crime. The purpose of 
this London register of charities seems to 
be to furnish information to all societies the 
world over concerning the various lines of 
charity work in which they are supposed to 
be interested. 


Common Principles and Ends. 


“There seem to be certain uniform the- 
ories and well-defined principles and pur- 
poses common to them all, as follows: 

* First—They recognize the evils of indis- 
criminate charity as calculated to encourage 
pauperism and fraud, hence they urge the 
public to discourage beggars, and to give 
nothing without thorough investigation by 
themselves or through some competent so- 
ciety. : 

*Second—That in order to procure and 
preserve information acquired, a central so- 
clety should investigate and keep a regis- 
ter, wherein the name, address, and all par- 
ticulars concerning applicants for relief 
should be preserved for future reference. 

*“ Third—Codperation with all existing 
charities of a similar character. 3 

“ Fourth—They insist that the best help 
that can be given poor people is to help 
them to help themselves. 

‘“* Fifth—They deprecate the multiplica- 
tion of societies and offices for the same 
lines of work as encouraging needless ex- 
pense. 

“ Sixth—Some of them object to official re- 
lief, insisting that the beneficiary and the 
benefactor should come {fn contact. 


Oldest Organization in the World. 


“It will probably be news to some of this 
company to be informed that the Chicago 
Relief and Aid Society is the oldest charity 
organization society in the world. 

“The Chicago Relief and Aid Society was 
incorporated by special act of the Legis- 
lature of the State of Illinois in 1857, twelve 
years before the London society. 

“The Chicago Relief and Aid Society ex- 
perimented some years ago with certain 
features that after a fair trial were discon- 
tinued. Among them were free empléy- 
ment bureaus and free lodging-houses for 
men. It was found to be an encouragement 
for able-bodied men to depend upon charity, 
and attracted multitudes of them to the city 
from all over the country. 

“It will be readily seen that no one so- 
ciety can do everything that is necessary in 
the line of charity work in a great city. In 
attempting too much it may fail of doing 
anything well. 


Varied Forms of Need. 


“ As there is always a great variety of cir- 
cumstances and conditions in society in 
general, so among the poor. There are aged 
people who have outlived their children 
and have no provision for their declinin 
years. There are children who are deprive 
of their parents, and for whom no one 
seems to care. There are respectable men 
with families, who have been out of work so 
long that every resource has been exhaust- 
ed. There are widows with families, where 
the scant earnings will scarcely pay the 
rent. There are many sick needing special 
care and treatment. 

“ While the prevalence of pauperism and 
crime in cities is always occasion for-alarm, 
no fancy can describe what it certainly 
would be if no provision was made for the 
relief of the suffering and the protection of 
the unfortunate. In proportion to the wis- 
dom and liberality of the provision made 
for the proper care of the unfortunate will 
be the measure of pauperism ahd crime. 
There is no immediate danger of any such 
crisis in Chicago. 


Chicago’s Provisions Are Ample. 


“There are in the City of Chicago at the 
present time societies and institutions of one 
kind and another enough to provide properly 
for all who ought to be accepted as needy 
and worthy of their respective charities. 
The county and city has ample provision for 
all who would not be considered proper 
claimants upon private charity. There are 
at present in this city eighteen hospitals, 
thirteen homes for special classes, eight 
orphan and half orphan asylums. There 
are a great many societies for different 
classes and purposes, and many organiza- 
tions for philanthropic, religious, and educa- 
tional work., They are supported almost en-’ 
tirely by their special friends and promo- 
oe he mA are gp with which they 

, or me - 

tive socleties, y mbers of the respec 
es e County Agent, under thé direction 
of the County Commissioners, dispenses 
outdoor relief. He is supposed to care for 
the pauper class. He issues monthly rations 

of food and fuel to approved applicants. 

There is no country where there aré so 
few poor people in proportion to the popula- 
tion asin America. There js no city on this 
continent of a half million and upward 
population so free as this City of Chicago 
from what is commonly considered slum dis- 
tricts. This city is too young to have any 
such centers. 

“It is a serious question whether there is 
not altogether too much exaggeration as to 
the number and condition of the poor, and 
too much coddling of certain classes that do

ADDRESS OF DR. C. R, HENDERSON. 


What the Bureau of Charities Proposes 
te Do. 

Dr. Charles R. Henderson of the University 
of Chicago was then introduced. He spoke 
as follows: 

““T shall use the time you have assigned 
me in the direct discussion of three practical 
points: First—What the Bureau of Asso- 
ciated Charities proposes to do if it is sus- 
tained. Second—How far we have succeeded 
during one year of partial support. Third— 
Some of the facts on which we base our ex- 
pectations of success.” 

Under the first head the 
Was proposed: 

. “ Pirst—To bring before a wider public the 

splendid work of relief carried on by such 

societies as the Relief and Aid Society and 

of eas ae of particular faiths and nation- 
es, 

** Second—Registration of dependent per- 
sons and families. 

“ Third—Protection of the public against 
imposture. A central office adequately 
equipped can accumulate in some years such 
a mass of indexed and tabulated informa- 
tion that impostors may be detected, arrest- 
ed, and turned over to the police. 

‘* Fourth—Information to the benevolent. 

** Fifth—We propose to gather and traina 
large body of friendly visitors for ministries 
of charity, for personal contact with the dis- 


tressed. 

“ Sixth—We shall promote the study of the 
causes of dependence in a wider circle of in- 
telligent citizens. 

*“* Seventh—We propose to establish or to 
foster method@ of thrift and wise codpera- 
tion which will enable an increasing number 
of poor to take care of themselves. 


Work Already Accomplished.

bly inadequate means, with an imperfect 
comprehension of our real alms on the part 
of the public, overwhelmed with the vast- 
ness of the demand—all we claim is to have 
made a beginning; that is all it was reason- 
able to expect in one year.

_ “?What reasons have we for believing in 
the future of these methods and of this 
principle? 


Hopes Held for the Future. 


“ The best governed cities in the world are 
the German cities. Now is it probable that 
their example is to be useful in other direc- 
tions not in the administration of relie?* 
Wise citizens do not scorn to learn from 
foreigners. 

** The fundamental principle of the German 
municipal system is the unsalaried friendly 
visitor. The whole machinery turns upon 
the investigations and services of a large 
body of such visitors and their local action 
in conferences. 

“The English cities by voluntary organi- 
zation have advanced a long way in this 
direction. 

‘The ten social settlements of Chicago 
feel that our work is essential to their high- 
est success. The judgment of a large num- 
ber of intelligent persons who live all the 
timie in close contact with deserving poverty 
is itself a social fact of great weight. It is 
my duty and pleasure to represent them be- 
fore you and make this plea on their behalf. 


Feasible Plan for Chicago. 


**Tt is sometimes urged that the idea is 
all right, but that here in Chicago it will be 
impossible to obtain unpaid visitors who will 
be patient, careful, and wise, to carry out 
the principle. Let me point out the fact in 
this very connection that there was already 
ard has been for many years some hundreds 
and prehaps thousands of men and women 
who have had some experience in such work. 

“ There are the Roman Catholic Societies 
of St. Vincent de Paul, whose members 
have long been in training for such service, 
and they are always ready to codperate 
with us. There is a large body of mission- 
aries and church visitors, nurses and lay 
workers, to go wherever a need is discovered. 

** May we be permitted to ask you to select 
a commission to give this subject such a 
searching investigation as you would make if 
you were thinking of investing money in 


data for a judgment from all modern com- 
munities. Then let them publish their con- 
clusions and their reasons. 

‘**New York City business-men think it 
worth while to expend $40,000 a year on this 
kind of work, and our need is almost as 
great.’’

ELIS WILL RATIFY THE AGREEMENT 


Harvard and Yale to Meet in Athletics 
Once More. 

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 28.—(Special.}— 
When the undergraduates of Yale Univer- 
sity meet next Monday night they will ratify 
the agreement entered into by their athletic 
managers with the Harvard Athletic com- 
mittee. Active campaign work was done 
tonight by friends of the Yale managers. 

It was shown. to the undergraduates that 
unless the proposed agreement ig ratified 
the policy of the Captains will be virtually 
rejected, and the managers and Captains 
of the athletic teams would all resign. But 
Yale men to a unit almost favor immediate 
reunion with Harvard and there will be no 
objection Monday night to the proposed rati- 
fication. | 

The most interesting thing about the new 
agreement with Harvard is that in most 
branches of athletics it will probably take 
effect at once. This is especially desirable 
in the crews of the two universities. The 
Harvard crew sent a representative here 
to confer with Capt. Bailey of the: Yale 
eight recently. He stated that Harvard 
was eager to resume racing with Yale as 
soon as possible, and expressed the hope 
that a race in June might be assured. Yale 
is more eager for the race than Harvard 
is and it is probable that the crews will 
meet. 

It makes little difference whether base- 
ball matches are arranged between the two 
colleges, but Yale men are eager for the 
dual track games between Yale and Harvard 
to be resumed. The managers of the Yale 
teams tonight decline to making public the 
exact terms of the proposed Harvard 
agreement, but it Is understood to be an 
ironclad affair, holding both colleges for 
five years. 


STAGG APPROVES THE NEW RULES. 


Thinks the Changes Are Beneficial, 
Especially to Chicago. 

Stagg, the University of Chicago's coach, 
who assisted in the formation oo” the new 
atheltic rules, looks upon them asa great ad- 
vance in the ethics of Western athietics. He 
said: 

“ The rule which requires that a man who 
comes from one college team to enter an- 
other must have one year’s residence in his 
new school will do away with the bribing of 
players to leave their colleges. But this 
rule does not prevent freshmen from playing 
on the team. The rule will press especially 
hard upon the University of Chicago, for the 
policy here has always been to encourage 
men,.to spend their last two years at this 
school after preparation in other schools. 
The rule in regard to allowing men to play 
six years on the team instead of four is a 
good thing for Chicago and most all the 
other Western schools. Purdue and Illinois 
may refuse to comply with this ruife, but 
they will not withdraw from their relations 
with the other universities.”’ 

In speaking of the University of Chicago’s 
football team Mr. Stagg said: “ We have 
played a perfectly clean team and no one 
can bring a charge of professionalism 
agiiinst a single player. No other of the 
other Western colleges are free from taint. 
As 19 the championship I will make a writ- 
ten siatement as soon as I have time.”

New York, Nov. 28.—Warren Lewis, Pres-

‘Partial Failure of Dockmen’s Strike.

The progress of the Hamburg strike dur- 
ing the week has been followed here with 
only feeble interest, for, although the num- 
ber of strikers has increased by leaps and 
bounds, enough free labor has been brought 
from England and Italy to keep the harbor 
business going al! right, and, of course, the 
presence of the Eleventh Army Corps at 
Altona puts turbulence out of the question. 

The British leaders of the Internationl

Zo!) werein Idea a Failure. 


What is more probable than adverse action 
on his South African policy ts his exposure 
to reproaches over the general failure of 
his colonial schemes. He entered the Colo- 
nial Office as a sincere, progressive im- 
perialist, who was bent upon developing the 
neglected estates of the empire and repair- 
ing the fortunes of impoverished industries, 
and not long afterward he endeavored to 
lure the colonies into an imperial zollverein, 
with free trade within and a tariff without.

Sugar-Growers Impatient.

Even the vacuum created by the destruction 
of Cuban sugar interests has not helped the 
rival cane producers. The sugar planters 
are crying aloud for the imperial government 
to protect thelr industry against this de- 
structive competition; the pressure already 
is great, and Mr. Chamberlain is believed to 
favor the appointment of a commission for 
investigating the subject. 

Negotiations for securing the abolition of 
the continental system of bounties ate as 
hopeless now as they were when Baron 
Henry de Worms, now Lord Pirbright, at- 
tempted to convince the European powers 
that they were cutting one another’s throats. 
The only effectual method of saving the su- 
gar industry in Guiana, Trinidad, Barbadoes, 
and other islands would be to admit their 
products duty free into British ports and to 
levy duties on European beet sugar, but the 


‘Salisbury government is not likely to pro- 


pose so radical a change. England must 

have cheap sugar for marmalade and jam, 

though her sugar islands may perish. 
Cuban Question. 

The Cuban question attracts less attention 
in England than in France and cannot be 
discussed intelligently anywhere when in- 
formation from the isiand is utterly un- 
trustworthy. The successful appeal of the 
Spanish Government to the patriotism of 
investors at home enables them to continue 
war preparations, but there are signs of 
impending financial exhaustion, and French 
syndicates have no more money to lend. 
Bondholders at home and abroad exert a 
great influence and they are disposed to 
favor some scheme of American purchase 
by which they would have security for the 
payment of their investment.

Hanotaux is not prepared to forget Egypt 
and throw himself headlong into an English 
alliance, which would be unpopular in 
France. That policy would be fatuous when 
Gen. Billot, as Minister of War, is forced to 
confess that the French army is demoralized 
by the rule of satraps and that one-half of 
the rank and file, owing to unnecessary ex- 


emptions, serve only a single year and are 


inadequately trained. 
Discussing American Finanee. 


Questions connected with American finance 
are languidly and intelligently discussed by 
the English press. The Economist today 
expresses the hope that the Republican party 
will realize that the mandate it has received 
from the country was for sound money first 
and tariff revision afterward. This leaves 
out of sight the central fact that Cleve- 
land’s administration has been negotiating 
loans ostensibly for the protection of the 
gold reserve, but in reality to 
make good deficiéncies of revenues 
under the Wilson tariff with its unconstitu- 
tional income tax, and that the first duty 
which any English Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer would recognize under the same cir- 
cumstances would be the obligation to sup- 
ply the Treasury with an income equal to its 
current expenditures. 

English journals do not attempt to formu- 
late any precise scheme of financial reform 
for America, although they na@turally recoil 
fromm any increase of protective dutits. The 
financiers of Lombard stréet lay stress upon 
one measure which would greatly increase 
European confidence in the ability of the 
American Government to maintain gold pay- 
ments in any monetary crisis. This is an 
amendment to the resumption practice, so as 
to compel the cancellation of paper when it 
has once been redeemed. So long as green- 
backs which have been redeemed are allowed 
to return into general circulation European 
bankers and investors will be suspicious that 
the resumption policy may be imperiled un- 
der stress of a financial crisis. The passage 
of a statute compelling the Treasury to de- 
stroy paper which is redeemed would be 
regarded by financial experts in Europe asa 
common-sense expedient for safeguarding 
the resumption policy.

This arises partly from 
the fact that many orders for merchandise 
had been given by American importers con- 
ditional upon the election of Mr. McKinley 
and that a good many others had been with- 
held until thé result was known. Another 
cause assigned for the actual and pros- 
pective increase in French trade with the 
United States is that there is a widespread 


anticipation in France of an increase in the 


tariff, and it is thought wise to anticipate 
such an event by large shipments of French 
goods to the United States while the exist- 
ing schedules remain in force, So far as can 
be judged.by the*expresstons of exporters 
doing business through the United States 
Consulate at Paris the satisfaction at Mc-

To Prevent Extinction of Elephant. 
An adequaté effort At last is to be made to 
prevent the extinction of the elephant. The 
Government of India has adopted a regula- 
tion prohibiting the killing of these animals 
in the feserve, which extends from Sheikh 
Pass to the Abyssinian frontier, with edges 
of land on the far northern boundary.

WILL WELCOME AMERICAN BISHOPS. 


Dr. Temple Talks About the Coming 
Pan-Anglican Conference. 

London, Nov. 28.—The Rt.-Rey. Dr. Tem- 
ple, Archbishop of Canterbury, in an inter 
view on the Pan-Anglican conference eaid: 

“At present I do not know of any changes 
that will be made in the program for the 
Lambeth conference in consequence of the 
death of Dr. Benson. I have been so over- 
whelmed with affairs that I have not had 
time to carefully consider the matter. 
Doubtless there will be some changes that 
will have to be made, but nothing material 
aS far as the American Bishops are con- 
cerned. We expect at least 260 Bishops to 
be present and.the most importa.i. contin- 
gent from abroad will be those from the 
United States.’ We, in England, 
consider the Américan Bishops, thcugh the 
Episcopalians aré not as numerous as some 
-Oother Christian bodies in America, to repre- 
eent the American people. 

“One of the topics for discussion is ‘ In- 
ternational Arbitration,’ and IL may say that 
the Bishops in England are profoundly 
thankful for the turn that the recent po- 
litical events have taken. I do hope all of 
our brothers in the United States and Can- 
ada, who have intimated the probability of 
their coming, will manage to do so and that 
those whe at present anticipate being pre- 
vented will yet see their way to visit Lam- 
beth by July 5 next.

COMING SESSION OF PARLIAMENT, 


Government Plans a Modest Program 
with Increased War Budget. 
London, Nov. 28.—The announcement to- 
day that the Queen has signed a proclama- 
tion reassembling Parliament on Jan. 19 
has brought the public mind back to politi- 
cal matters. The date announced is a week 
earlier than was expected, and only upon 
two previous occasions since 1880 has Par- 

liament met so early in the year. 

The government apparently is resolved to 
make a great effort to get through with its 
program, which, however, will be distinctly 
modest. The only neteworthy proposal 
which the government is likely’ to make is 
an increase of several millions of pounds in 
the war budget. Military men have taken 
advantage of the recent war scares to advo- 
cate strengthening the army, and naval men 
have not been slow in adopting a like course 
as regards the sea arm ofthe kingdom. The 
army needs three specific reforms, the re- 
arming of the artillery, the establishment 
of additional battalions of infantry, and the 
reorganization of the *tansport service. This 
prderam has been laid before the Cabinet

Seek Investments, but Turn Toward 
South African and West Australian 
Enterprises of a Seemingly Reck- 
less Character, While Gilt-Edged 
American Securities Go Begging in 
the Market. - ~~ ae

some facts ap regard to the wild speculation

tions capitalized at enormous sums. Even 
the South Africa craze of two years ago ap- 


parently was sane, so far as investment goes, | 


compared with the présent madness. | 

Ernest Terah Hooléy, the chief promoter 
of them all, is the most conspicuous figure 
in Great Britain today. He is the son ofa 
Nottingham lace manufacturer. Starting 
only a few years ago with a moderate cap- 
ital he is known to be worth many millions 
sterling today. His chief lieutenant, Mr. 
Harvey Ducros, is well known in New York, 
where, I believe, he lived only in moderate 
circumstances for some years. He is of a 
res table Southern Irish family, and is 
al@@ now a multi-millionaire. 

OF this recent frantic speculation in en- 
terprises of a seemingly most reckless char- 
acter, while American securities of the best 
character go begging in the market, the 
report of the Board of Trade issued this 
week gives some startling figures. 

During 1805 the new joint stock com~- 
panies started in Great Britain and Ireland 
numbered 3,538, and their aggregate hom- 
inal capital, was £216,309,110 ($1,081,549,558), 
an increase of 75 per cent over the number 
registered in 1804. : 

The unsuccessful companies in 13805 
amounted to 57 per cent of the new com- 
panies registered, as against 66 per cent in 
the preceding year. Thus, of every two 
companies floated one may be counted as 
doomed to certain, early disaster. 

Figures for 1896 are not yet available, 
but it is Known that while the total capital 
registered may not be as great as in 18095, 
the bankrupt companies will furnisk& a still 
higher proportion, owing to the South Afri- 
can and West Australian gold slumps and 
the extraordinary number of rubbishy in- 
dustrial companies which have been offered 
for subscription to a gullible public. 

Example of Investment Eagerness. 

The Bovril company is a striking example 
of this apparent madnese of the English in- 
vestor. Bovrilisa beefextract. Some years 
ago its makers started as a company with a 
capital of £500,000 ($2,500,000). There has 
been a progressive growth of dividends, the 
net profit of the last half-year being £88,000 
($440,000). Some six weeks ago Mr. Hooley, 
who floated the Dunlop pneumatic tire for 
£5,000,000 ($25,000,000), offered the Bovril 
shareholders £2,.000,000 ($10,000,000) for their 
concern. Since then almost every newpaper 
in the kingdom has been utilized to advertise 
Bovril im the guise of interviews and by 
many other ingenius methods. In due time 
Mr. Hooley, having thus prepared the 
ground, offered Bovril to the public for 
£2.500,000 ($12,500,000), and the stock is said 
to have been applied fot several times over, 
although the dividends promised in the pros- 
pectus are basied on the highly optimisitic 
assumption that the net profits of the com- 
pany will be doubled in the next twelve 
months. : 

There is an enormous amount of capital 
lying idle in this country because of the big 
withdrawals from both South African and 
American. investments. Mr. Hooley has 
been catering for a good portion of this un- 
used money with truly Napoleonic daring, 
resource, and success. 

Municipal Corruption Is Exposed. 

When John Burns, M. P., returned from 
his visit to the United States he drew some 
dreadful pictures of municipal corruption 
in American -cities and-held up the London 
County Council as a paragon of municipal 
purity. At. present he has his hands full 
with a scandal on his model Council which 
Tammany could not easily improve upon. 
At Dis instance mainly, the Council under- 
took to. carry on its owh public works, creat- 
ing a works department with that object. 
The officials of this department have now 
been convicted of systematic malfeasance 
by: transfering balances from ore job to 
another so as to mislead the Council into 
believing it Was making savings ail around. 
The Works Department was creaied to pre- 
vent jobbery between members of the Coun- 
cil ana contractors, but jobbery simply has 
taken another shape. 

Great heat has been engendered between 
the Moderate and Progressive parties in the 
Council over these discoveries. The Mod- 
erates, otherwise Conservatives, resisted 
the creation of the Works Department, be- 
ing seemingly anxious to perpetuate the 


system of contracting, which reached such. 


a pitch of corruption under the Metropolitan 


Board of Works that that body had to be 


dissolved by the imperial government. 

Mr. Burns in the debate this week deliber- 
ately charged by name a Moderate Councilor 
with having secured a valuable contract 
for the company of which he is Chairman 
by :intrigue with certain officials of the 
Works Department. Though this charge 
was made publicly, with every possible cir- 
cumstantial detail, it has virtually been 
ignored by the London press and the Council 
itself has taken no action upon it. 


Juxzsgling with Balances. 


The Evening Globe, which unearthed the 
scandal, was charged by Burns at the same 
time with being actuated by interested spite 


against the Council because certain adver-, 


tisements had been withdrawn from its col- 
umns. 

The Globe responds by calling Burns “a 
liar and a coward,’’ because he has declined 
its challenge to repeat his charge where the 
Globe could take proceedings against him 
for criminal] libel, his utterances in the Coun- 
cil being privileged. After a fierce debate 
an inquiry has been ordered by the Council 
into the whole administration of the Works 
Department, with a special view to discov- 
ing what members of the Works committee 
were privy to the juggling of the balances. 

This scandal had only just been disclosed 
when another was detected in connection 
with the management of the _ industrial 
training ship Shafesburge, which is under the 
contrel of the London School Board. For 
years the board has been charged with 
twices the amount of meat properly con- 
sumable on the ship. The investigation, as 
far as it has gone, shows that this over- 
charge was partly malversation by clerks. 
partly due to providing heavy dinners and 
suppers for the ship’s officers, to which they 
were not entitled, partly to elaborate lunch- 
eons set out for the Inspecting committee 
of the School Board, which, frequently as 
it visited the-ship, seems to have been en- 
tirely: oblivious

BOY KILLED IN FOOTBALL GAME. 


His Opponents Pile Down Upon and 
Crush Him. 


New York,. Nov. 28.—At the very end of 
the football season has come the only fatal 
accident of the game in this vicinity. 
Walter 8S. Rue, 16 years old, living at No. 
720 Carroll street, Brooklyn, was killed yes- 
terday noon at a match game in Prospect 
Park, Brooklyn. Two boys who were in 
the game say that he was one of the play- 
ers. 

The game was between the second or 
junior team of the Manual Training School 
and a picked team calling themselves the 
Eurekas. All the players were boys  be- 
tween 16 and 18 years old. Young Rue, who 
was a freshman at the Brooklyn High 
School, played, it is said, with the Eurekas. 
The game was hotly contested, and during 
the first half the play was hard and fast. 

What seems to be the most likely explana- 
tion is this: The ball was punted and the 
catch missed. Instantly all the players 
plunged after the ball, which went bounding 
over toward the side lines. Rue reached it 
first, picked it up, and started toward the 
opponents’ goal, but was tackled and 
thrown, falling with the ball under him. 

* Down’ he cried as he fell, but either 
the. other players did not hear him or were 
toe. excited to heed, for they piled on top of 
him th a‘tieap. When the heap finally dis- 
entangled itself, Rue lay stili on the ground. 

“Ate’s got the wind knocked out of him,” 
said one of the players. ‘* He'll be all rignt 
in a minute. Here, help me get him on his 
fect.”’ 

Two or three of them lifted the boy to his 
feet. He seemed to muke an attempt to 
stand, but his knées gave way and he sank 
down again. 

‘* He’s getting black in the face,’ cried 
one of the boys. “ Look at him. He’s hurt 
badly. Run for a doctor, somebody.”’ 

Blood appeared on Rue’s lips, and at this 
the other players, throughly frightened, 
scattered to look for help. One of them 
found Park Policeman Chumley on duty at 
one of the other football fields in the park, 
and brought him to the place. After one 
Icok at the boy the policeman sent in an 
ambulance call. Meantime someone. else

Henderson to confer with the Secretary of 
War and find out what is necessary to ful- 
fill the requirements of the law so the ap- 
propriation can all be. expended upon the 
improvements necessary for navigation. If 
he finds it is necessary to have an amend- 
ment to the bill passed, he is authorized to 
confer with Congressman E. D. Cooke and 
B. A. Eckhart, President of the Drainage 
Board. 

Mr. Eckhart was authorized to see Charles 
T. Yerkes of the West Side Street railway 
company, who, it was developed at the 
meeting, had commenced building a power- 
house for his South Side loop at the foot of 
Congress street, and see if some arrange- 
ment cannot be made whereby he can be 
induced to build it further away from the 
river, as at present it is right on the river 
line, and at that point the association wishes 
to straighten the river. If he is allowed to 
build it will result in an extra expenditure 
hereafter to condemn the property. 

The committee was unanimous in the opin- 
ion that the money was meant for the im- 
provement of the river not only by dredging 
but by widening it also, and buying proper- 
ty for such purposes. Gen. T. J, Hender- 
son, Congressman E. PD. Cooke, and B. A. 
Eckhart? President of the Drainage Board, 
were invited to getve their views of the bill, 
and all expressed the opinion that widening 
as well as dredging was intended in the bill 
passed by Congress. 


Nothing Like Electricity. 

.Morning Oregonian: New uses for electric- 
ity are constantly béing discovered. A fish 
dealer runs a wire up through his counter 
and shoves it into a huge block of fish, and 
then labels it ‘‘ Electric fish.’’ Any one cu- 
rious enough to touch the fish with his fin- 
gers receives a very perceptible shock, which 
convinces him that the fish is correctly la- 
beled. Yesterday a local dealer in pickles, 
who has a dozen varieties on display in pans 
set on top of the different casks, had a wire 
run along, with a little branch of copper wire 
running into each pan. This charged the 
pickles so that any one putting a finger in 
the pan to sample one received a smart 
shotk. Just whether this was intended to 
keep people from sampling the pickles or as 
a joke on those who intended to do so is not 
known; but after putting the finger near one 
pan no one attempted to touch another. If 
one took up the pan or put his hand on the 
pickles he received no noticeable shock, but 
the sensitive end of a finger put near a pickle 
received a rather unpleasant jar.

States are preparing to emigrate to Ross- 
land on the strength of assurance that thou- 
sands of them can find employment or hus- 
bands. A little mining camp in Colorado 
was once advertised in the same heartless 
and silly way, with the result that within 
two months eighty girls arrived from the 
Eastern States looking for work. A few, 
very few, had the good fortune to get mar- 
ried. Charitable people got hold of a few 
more and sent them back home. Of the rest 
the less said the better.

London, Nov. 28.—Exercises in commemo- 
ration of the fiftieth anniversary of the mar- 
riage of Robert and Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning have been arranged for Dec. 12 
at the Robert Browning Hall social settle- 
ment, in Walworth, South London. The 
date ts that of the anniversary of Robert 
Browning’s death, the absence from the 
city of people whose presence was desired 
having made it impracticable to hold the 
exercises om the wedding anniversary. There 
will also be a commemoration service in the 
church in which the Brownings were mar- 
ried, which will take the form ofa service 
fully choral.

EXPEDITION AGAINST KHARTOUM. 


It Will Consist of 25,000 Men, of Whom 
18,000 Will Be Egyptians. ' 
London, Nov. 28.—The proposed expeditian 
next year ainst Khartoum will, it is said, 
number 25, men, of which 18,000 will be 
Egyptian trocps and 7,000 British troops, 
including batteries of the Royal Horse Ar- 
tillery and probably a Highland regiment and 
an Indian brigade, with cavalry amounting 
to 20,000 men, all to be available for an at- 
tack upon Omdurman, the fortified dervish 
camp near Khartoum, where fierce fighting 
is expected.

GIBBONS HAS A LAND BILL 


IT IS DESIGNED BY THE JUDGE TO 
REPLACE TORRENS LAW. 


Distinguishing Feature Between the 
Invalidated Statute and the Pro- 
posed Instrument Is Assigning the 
Clearing and Transferring of Titles 
to Courts Instead of to a Composite 
Department—Real Estate Men Said 
to Favor the Measure. , 


Judge Gibbons has proposed a new meas- 
ure to supplant the Torrens law recently 
invalidated by the Supreme Court. The 
prime feature to distinguish the bill from 
its ill-fated predecessor will be the assign- 
ment of the clearing and transferring of 
land titles to the courts, instead of to a 
department which was at the same time 
executive, legislative, and judicial. 

The bill also designs to rest the titles down 
to the time of subdivision, and thus prevent 
subsequent uncertainties in their transfer. 

Text of the Bill. 

Following is the text of the bill: 

“A bill for an act to limit the time of 
bringing suits affecting the title to real es- 
tate when subdivided into lots and blocks 
and to simplify transfers of title thereto. 

“Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of 
the State of Illinois, reptesented in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, that no suit or proceeding 
shall be instituted, prosecuted, or main- 
tained by any person or persons, against 
any person or persons, deriving title to any 
property held by him or them, from the 
maker of a subdivision whereby to recover 
any interest or title to such property and’ 
wherein the legality of such subdivision 
shall be sought to be drawn in question, 
when a plat showing a subdivision of suciy 
property into lots and blocks has been or 
shall have been on file in the projer office: 
for a period of twenty-one (21) years; and 
no exception under the provision hereof 
shall be indulged or extended in favor of 
any married woman, minor, or insane per- 
son. 

*“ Provided, however, that any person, in- 
eluding married women, minors, or insane 


persons, who had, or claimed to have any | 


interest in, or title to any property so sub- 
divided, and where a plat thereof shall have 
been on file in the proper office for said 
period of twenty-one (21) years prior to the 
taking effect of this act, shall have two 
years after the Ist day of July, A. D. 1897, 
within which to institute proceedings to 
establish such interest or title, and where 
a .period less than twenty-one (21) years 
has elapsed from the making of such sub- 
division and the filing: of the plat thereof. 
prior to the taking effect of this act, any 
person claiming interest or title thereto, 
shall have five (5) years from the Ist day 
ef July, A. D. 1897, within which to insti- 
nig epee datum ad to establish such interest 
or e. 


Action of Attorneys. 


“Sec. 2. The recording of any contract or 
instrument in writing which purports to 
affect the title to any property subdivided 
into lots and blocks signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall not be construed to 
cast a cloud or incumbrance upon such prop- 
erty unless the authority of such agent or 
attorney in fact shall be recorded; and any 
instrument heretofore recorded afftectgng or 
purporting to affect property in any sub- 
division shall be null and void unless the 
authority under which such agent or attor- 
ney in fact has acted shall be recorded within 
two years from the Ist of July, A. D. 1897. 
No deed of conveyance or instrument in writ- 
ing made, executed, or filed for record by any 
person or persons, not appearing to have 
title of record to the lot, block, or parcel of 
land in the subdivision which he or they pur- 
port to incumber or convey, shall be of any 
force or effect, either as imparting notice or 
otherwise, unless accompanied by an affi- 
davit made by some person having know!- 
edge of the facts, to be recorded with and 
as a part of the said deed or other instrument 
in writing, showing the claim or authority 
under which the same is made and recorded. 

“Sec. 3. In any and all suits and proceed- 
ings affecting real estate which has been 
subdivided and the plat thereto recorded for 
the full period of twenty-one years, it shall 
be assumed, unless proceedings are insti- 
tuted by any person or persons to establish 
his or their interest or title within the pe- 
riods herein limited respectively, that the 
person or persons purporting to have been 
the proprietors of the ground subdivided and 
platted had the fee simple title thereto, and 
title may be traced therefrom, the same as 
from the Government of the United States, 
but this shall not be construed to preclude 
other modes of proof. 


Mortgages and Trust Deeds. 


“Sec. 4. Every mortgage or trust deed 
upon property subdivided, where ten years 
have elapsed from the maturity of the in- 
debtedness which it was given to secure, as 
therein recited or stated, shall be deemed to 
have been fully paid and canceled, as against 
all. persons claiming title thrangh the person 
or persons subdividing, unless suit or pro- 
ceeding is instituted foreclose the same 
Neg ss years from the ist day of July, 

i. 


** Sec. 5.. When it shall be made to appear 
that the public records of any county have 
been destroyed by fire, and a copy of the plat 
of any subdivision has been on file for twen- 
ty-one (21) years, such copy shall be deemed 
to have all the force and effect of the original, 
and shall be admitted in evidence in all suits 
and proceedings affecting the title to any 
property subdivided, the same as the original 
would have been admissible. 

** Sec. 6. Nothing in this act contained shall 
be construed as a limitation upon fy action, 
suit, or proceeding in favor of any person 
or persons defrauded, damaged, or wronged 
by any person or persons making a subdi- 
vision, or any person or persons from whom 
he or they have derived title so long as it is 
not sought therein t- affect the title to the 
property held by h!s or their grantees.’’

WANT LOWER RATES FROM KANSAS. 


St. Louis Merchants’ Bureau Claims 
Gulf Ports Have an Advantage. 

Strong efforts are being made by thé Mer- 
chants’ Exchante Transportation Bureawof 
St. Louis to induce the Western roflds toe re- 
duce grain rates from Kansas points to St. 
Louis. Grain rates from the grain moving 
points in. Western Missouri. and Kansas, it 
is claimed, are cheaper to Gulf of Mexico 
ports than to St. Louis. The transportation 
bureau asks that St. Louis be given the same 
rates on shipments of grain.from Kansas 
points as are made on shipments to New Or- 
leans and Galveston. j 

Western roads are not Inclined to accede 
to the demand. They claim if grain rates to 
St: Louis» were reduced to the basis desired 
from Kansas points to St. Louis, Kansas 
City shippers would demand the same rate 
per mile from Nebraska and Idwa points 
and from all points in Kansas. 

Chicago, also, they say, would demand the 
same rate per mile from all points in the 
West. If this was granted St. Louis would 
be the sufferer, because the: five-cent dif- 
ferential which St. Louis now enjoys under 
Chicago rates would be reduced and in many 
instances wiped out altogether.

St. Johns, N. B., Nov. 28.—A novel suit 
against the Pullman Palace Car company 
is on trial here. The case, which has been 
before the courts since 1892, is an action 
for alleged damages sustained by James J. 
McGaffin, head of the importing firm of J. O. 
McGaffiin & Co., through having caught 
cold while travéling from Boston to 8St. 
Johns in an unheated Pullman car in Feb- 
ruary, 1892. Mr. MeGaffigan sues for $25,- 
000 on the ground that the heating appa- 
patus, through the negligence of the com- 
pany, failed to work, and that he contracted 
a violent cold while asleep, from which a 
long illness and permanently impaired 
health resulted. 


Green Bay-Winona Foreclosed. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 28.—The final decree 
has been entered in the foreclosure proceed- 
ings against the Green Bay, Winona and St. 
Paul railroad company end the receiver dis- 
charged. Frank Hoyt, who was appointed 
special master to sell the road, also receives 
his discharge, with $2,859 for his services. 
The road, with the La Crosse branch, sold 
for $1,020,000, and after the expenses are 
deducted there remains $997,193 for the 
bondholders.

Two of his brothers 
had been previously murdered by the Span- 
ish. Another brother lives in New York, 
and says that he will file a claim against: 
Spain for damages as soon as he receives 
from Cuba certain documents which he is 
now expecting in connection with Enrique’s 
murder.

Now and then a boy re- 
mains in the school for a number of months 
and once a pupil made a record of a year 
and one-half, to his own undisguised dis- 
gust. ° 
Know the Law’s Workings. 


As regards the workings of the law the 
school fairly overflows with information. A 
mention of the grand jury is sufficient to 
interrupt for a short time the course of the 
exercises, for at such mention each boy feels 
it incumbent upon him to mention to his 
neighbor the fact that when the jury meets 
he expects to “ go out.” 

As a counteracting influence in the main- 
tenance of order, however, there is always 
before the boys the fact that virtue as dis- 
played by good conduct during the lesson 
time is not left to be its own reward. The 
true merit which restrains a boy when he 
feels an almost irrepressible desire to kick 
his feet against the legs of the table is recog- 
nized and appreciated. 

“*IT have here,” said Miss Hathorn at the 
end of the session, **‘ one newspaper which’ 1 
will give to.the boy. who has been most quiet 
and orderly today.’’ 

An immediate and oppressive silence fell 
upon the class. There was. not a pupil in it 
who did not look as though “* butter wouldn't 
melt in his mouth.’’ Tin soldiers could not 
be more orderly and more silent, This happy 
state of affairs lasted until the reward had 
been given out. 

In nearly all instances there is found in 
the boys some general groundwork of edu- 
cation. Almost all of them can read and 
write to some extent at least. The illiterate 
are found among the immigrants almost 
without exception. The degree of learning 
attained is not great, however, and the in- 
fluences of the school are rather toa genera] 
broadening and straightening of the juvenile 
idea than the imparting of specific informa- 


tion. 


‘* From the lesson books,” said Miss Ha- 
thorn, ‘‘I hardly think the boys learn as 
fast as the children in the public schools. 
They are nowhere nearly so well prepared 
for it. Smoking and poor nourishment have 
deprived them of a good deal of their mind 
power, especially as regards the faculty of 
concentrating their thought upon one thing 
and of retaining facts.”’ 


Other Aims of the School. 


The mere matter of carrying on exercises 
for two hours a day is not the limit of the 
work carried on among the boys by the 
ladies in charge of the school. Their labors 
have extended to the care of the boys from 
the time they enter the jail until they are 
either discharged or sentenced by the court. 
Both as regards the school and the other 
work they have been ably seconded and 
given every encouragement by Jailer Whit- 
man, 

The chief work, in their opinion, that has 
been accomplished is the removal of the 
boys from the men’s to the women’s wing 
of the jail. Formerly men and boys were 
shut up indiscriminately together. Now the 
boys. are separated from the evil influence 
of the companionship and conversation of 
those older in crime. Another work which 
has become a branch of the school labors 
consists in keeping an oversight of the boys 
until they have been brought totrial. From 
the records, in which the name of the pris- 
oner alone occurs, it is impossible for those 
not directly acquainted with the inmates 
of the jail to tell whether the person await- 
ing trial is a boy ora man. It is customary 


/to dispose of cases against boys as rapidly as 
| possible, but unless the prisoner’s youth is 
' known to the authorities the case often re- 


mains untouched for a considerable time. 
The ladies conducting the school have taken 
it upon themselves to see that no such mis- 
takes occur. Through them the authorities 
are notified as to which of the prisoners are 
boys and the case is hurried along. 

“It is a dreadful thing,” said Miss 


Hathorn, “ when through a mistake of this 
kind a boy is neglected. Many of these boys 
are in for the first time; some of them for 


the most trivial offenses—stealing a banana 
from a cart or something of the sort. The 
effect of a long stay in the jail upon boys of 
the sort is as bad as can possibly be im- 
agined.”’ 


Try to Elevate Their Ideals. 


It is the endeavor of the Woman’s club 
also to influence the boys for good by raising 
their ideals. They are not boys who are 
accustomed to anything other than the 
rough edges of life. For the purpose of in- 
creasing their appreciation of the better 
part they are surroundéé as much as pos- 
sible by attractive things and are interested 
in pursuits as elevating as can be provided 
in their quarters. ' 


-In connection with the school there is also 


, an industrial rather than a general school. 


A few weeks ago the matron conceived the 
idea of teaching the women some useful 
employment during the time that they were 
locked up, and as the work requiring the 
least expense and least preparation struck 
upon knitting. The scheme has been in 
practice but ai short time, but it has been 
received with pleasure by the prisoners and 
promises success. At present the “ class ”’ 
is knitting mittens. The wool for the work 
had of course in the start to ebut 
with the money received from the’salé of 
the mittens made from this first lot more 
wool will be bought and the school in this 
way be made self-supporting.

bin had a press agent, too, and in the North- 


ern papers of those days there were skillfully 
worded reading notices, setting forth the 
ease with which Northern laborers might 
go South and secure employment on the 
Brisbin grade, or work on the sawmills 
which were alleged to be in course of con- 
struction along the banks of the Alapaha 
River. Old residents around Irwinville say 
the latter was a ruse by which many labors 
orthern States: . 

None’ of these ‘ 3,"’ however, were 
distributed among thé workmén.

‘* hog and hominy,” and made to realize they 
were literally living on the fat of the land. 
The shares went to pay the ‘“ crackers ” 
who furnished the working camps with 
provender, the ‘recipients of the certificates 
being hypnotized into a belief their posses- 
sions would one day be immensely valuable. 
Theoretically the railroad was to advance,

Origin of the Brisbin Grade. 


Even in these early days there were rail- 
roads running here and there throughout the 
State.

Birth of the Tipton and Northeastern. 
A dozen years ago Tift:brothers started a 


great sawmill and turpentine industry in. 


the extreme northwest corner of Berrien 
County. They built the mill tn the heart of 
a vast pine forest, where trees were so big 
around and stood so close together it seemed 
almost useless to look forward to a time 
when they would all be cleared away; but 
the people of the North soon learned to 
appreciate the beauties of Georgia pine, and 
the hungry saws were kept gnawing their 
way through the great logs to satisfy the 
demand. For awhile a little narrow gauge 
logging road, fitted out with strap-iron rails 
and extending a short distance into the 
forest, answered all the requirements as a 
medium of supply, but later extensiona be- 
came necessary, and the end of each year 
saw the logging road a few miles longer 
and far more crooked, from a horizontal 
standpoint. 

By common consent the settlement which 
sprung up around the sawmill was called 
Tifton, in honer of the men who owned the 
mill and in recognition of the public-spirited 
manner in which they had always furthered 
the interests of the place they had selected 


as a home.’ Before many years had passed 


the town developed into an active business. 
point and a desirable place of residence. Th 
Tifts prospered, bought several hundred 
acres of land, and every year raise peaches 
and other fruit that is the talk of the 
horticultural world. ; 


Using the O14 Right ef Way. 
About the time the old sawmill had eaten 


up all the heavy pine timber within a radius 
of a few miles the Fitzgerald colony scheme 


‘became an accomplished fact and it was 


decided to.transform the little logging track 
into a regular railroad and extend it to the 
new El Dorado. In its search for material 
to fill the hungry maws of the mill it had 


-already crept over half the distance between 


Tifton and Fitzgerald. All the equipmenr 
was made “ regular ’’ and work pushed for- 
ward, the ex-logging road being now digni- 
fied by the name of the Tifton and North- 
eastern. 

Nobody knows whether fate or the sur- 
veyor was responsible for.the fact that about 
five miles outside of Fitzgerald the new 
Tifton and Northeastern found the roadbed 
of the old Ocmulgee and Flint River road, 
but it was found and utilized, and today 
trains are running over it. The noisy ex- 
haust and the shrill shfiek of the puffing lo- 
comotive as it plows its way throu tne 
dense forests of Georgia pine awakens many 
echoes, and one of the ghosts it daily dis- 
turbs is that of a memory long since dead 
and nearly forgotten.

‘Practice Has Reached a Point Where 

: Waiters Expect_a Donation from 
Each Guest—If One Wants Good 
Service He Must Pay Extra for It— 
What Eating-House Proprietors 
and Head Waiters Have to Say on 
the Subject. 


T has gotten to about this point in Chica- 
go, when you go to a hotel or restaurant 
for a dinner or lunch give your waiter 
from 10 to 25 cents for a tip and gei good 

service, or fail to remember him with a tip 
and get poor if not bad attention when you 
come the next time. As the tip is generally 
given at the end of a meal you can get good 
g@ervice until the very last, but the man who 
‘waits on you and all his brother waiters will 
have you “ spotted " and will remember you 
the next time you come. That about covers 


the situation in Chicago. If you don’t give 
the tip you must either suffer the bad serv- 
fee or have the unpleasant experience of 
making vigorous objection. But it must be 
said to the credit of all the good hotels in

In many cases 
waiters actually drive away trade from a 
hotel by giving offense to guests who do 
not tip them.

I constantly have my eye out for 
waiters mistreating those who do not tip 
them. I have discharged more waiters for 
failing in attention to people who 
don’t tip them than for any other 
cause.

“The tipping business in Chicago is not 
considered nearly as good as it is down 
East,”’ said he, “‘ and generally experienced 
waiters who are not tied down here by fam- 
ily ties leave and go East. They find that 
they can make far more money on tips down 
there than here. However, at some seasons 


of the year the tipping hereis good. During’ 


the opera season the waiters easily make 
from $2 to $3 a day, or even more. A waiter 
always expects something, if only a dime, 
for tne service he renders. Nevertheless, 
we do our best to watch for the mistreatment 
of a guest by a man who is not tipped, and we 
at once dismiss any waiter who is guiltyof 
such conduct. 
as being his by right, and he Is grievously 
offended if he doesn’t get it, and I must say 
that I think he ought to have it. They 
could searcely live on the wages they get, 
and the tips certainly do not bring their 
incomes up to more than waiters should re- 
ceive for their work. Many people who come 
in here give as small a sum as 10 cents as 
a tip. ‘In the majority of cases, however, i 
is a quarter or more, but I think the waiters 
are pretty well satisfied with 10 cents—at 
least, much better than if they received 
nothing.”’

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INFLUENCE OF HEREDITY ON THE 
CRIMINAL CLASSES. 


Inducing Factors of Physical and 
Moral Instability Seem te Arise 
from Barly Influences—Many Com- 
mit Crimes of Which at the Time 
They Are Unconscious and for 
Which They Can Assign No Reason— 
Case of an Inebriate Considered. 


IND molds matter, while matter con- 
ditions mind by its inherent limita- 
tions. This principle prevails 
everywhere in the natural world in 

one way or another. The formulative 
power or metaphysical substance which 
gives form and development to the body 
is mind in its earliest action utilizing 
the various energies provided for its service. 
Thus mind and body run parallel to each 
other in range of development and power to 
accomplish. In other words, the one grows

with the growth of theiother and strength- 
ens with its strength, eo that what affects 
the one must influence the other. Thus 
every physical peculiarity has a background 
meaning, indicates a latent energy or apt- 
ness, or else an active proclivity. 

But it is in every-day evidence that a 
fortunate education will produce the best 
character in spite of the physical deformi- 
ties we call degenerate stygmata. External 
features do not indicate the moral charac- 
ter, though they must always represent en- 
engies which, if not well directed, will run 
wild.

Added to this come the ge = tty sur- 
roundings and experiences 0 d and 
later life Thus some evile are inherited, 
go to speak, which are hard to place, but 
when they exist in parents we have little 
doubt of their main source. 

Inebriety as a Disease. 

Inebriety is the commonest of morbid con- 
ditions associated with crime, and according 
to the statistics of inebriate asylums over 
80 cent of their inmates had heredity as 
a factor. As a disease, strictly speaking, 
inebriety is not inherited, but the inducing

factors of physical and morai instability 
seem to arise from early influences. The 
drink habit of the inebriate starts in many. 
ways, but most commonly in youth and often 
in childhood. Step by step periodical ex- 
cesses increase in number and severity un- 
til the individual’s character is changed, 
the power of resistance lost, and the brain 
irreparably damaged. 

Case No. 8 is an inebriate accused of lar- 
ceny. He is a mechanic, 54 years of age, of 
medium height, and light build. He has been 
a widower for many years and has one son, 
who lives abroad. When seen he was in a 
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nervous tremor and his look was anxious, 
partaking somewhat-of a wild stare, as if 
on the verge of delirium tremens—an ex- 
perience he has several tmes had. In an- 
swering questions he usually repeated them 
before replying. He said he began to drink 
when a boy at home. His father wasa hard 
drinker, reformed for a number of years, and 
again fell a prey to the habit. Owing to his 
father’s dissipations his mother had to do 
washing to support the family, but finally 
she also became a victim of drink. She was 
a woman of generous dispositon. He has a

Peint of Peculiar Interest.

have an influence they would not have in 
the conscious state. The individual is an- 
other personality, so to speak, for the time 
being. This condition is due to starvation 
of the brain from toss of sleep or food, or 
both, added to. some such Irritation as al- 
coholic drinks produce in such cases. Some 
persons are prone to this with but little dis- 
sipation. Asin epilepsy, the discharge from 
the irritation seems to make for the higher 
centers of the brain rather than the lower 
centers and spinal cord.

EFFECT ‘OF CONFIDENCE ON E BUSINESS. 
The ablest of the Republican thinkers and 


| speakers during the recent campaign laid 


down the principle as axiomatic that there 
must be a return of confidence before there 
could be any considerable revival of pros- 
perity among the people. Bryan sneered at 
this assertion in his shallow demagogic way 
and derided all this talk of confidence as 
merely a part of a confidence game. He 
took no stock in such professions. Hé 
warned the people against placing any cre- 
dence in them. He told them to come 
to him when they wanted the real 
panacea for all the ills that the business 
world was heirto. The only confidence he 
could recommend was confidence in Bryan’ 
and Bryan's assertions. They must accept 
his statement that two halves were worth 
more than a whole; that prosperity could be 
secured only by a policy that would cause a 
panic; would confiscate half the credit of 
the country, and would violate all existing 
contracts. By these arguments he was able 
to persuade some people to vote for him, a 
certain number of others, disbelieving him, 
but bound by party ties and a fancied sense 
of partisan duty, voted for him, and thus in 
the aggregate he was able to command a 
total of about 6,000,000 supporters. But 
the vast majority of the voters could not 
be deluded by his false reasoning, and they 
elected McKinley. 

The announcement of the result had a 
magical effect on the Nation’s business in- 
terests. Fear was dispelled that the country 
might drop to the monometallic silver stand- 
ard and suffer a debasement of the currency, 
with a consequent rupture of all contract re- 
lations between men. Confidence returned 
ata bound. The initial evidences have been 
patent to every observer. Idle capital has 
come out to seek investment. Men have 
begun to purchase goods with a feeling of 
confidence that they will be able to scll them. 
Manufacturers have resumed operations 
with the assurance that the goods they sell 
will be paid for in money as good as that 
used at the time of the sale. All this is con- 
fidence, the confidence fought for and won 
by the advocates of sound money, the con- 
fidence sneered at and ridiculed by Mr. 
Bryan. 

Naturally the workingman is obtaining 
the most direct and immediate benefits from 
the changed conditions, benefits that will 
soon be disseminated throughout the entire 
population. A glance at a tecent compila- 
tion of the reports from big manufacturers 
gives some idea of the extent of the advan- 
tage the confidence of capital has given to 
labor. Since Nov. 4, when the continuation; 


dpe a policy of honest money was assured, 


the iron and steel manufacturers have set 
to work an army of 19,190 more men. 
Among the glassmakers 15,215 men who 
were out of employment up to eiection day 
aré now at work. The implement-makers 
have 18,665 more men on the pay-rolis; the 
elayworkers, 9,612; carmakers, 8,625; coal 
4,950; lumbermen, 
1,200; shipbuilders, furniture, and paper 
makers, 9,300, making a grand total in 
these few divisions of labor of 85,757. How 
many times this number of men have been 
given work in the various business houses 
throughout the country by the election of 
McKinley cannot be estimated even: ap- 
proximately. This ig real prosperity, the 
kind that follows inevitably in the wake of 
restored confidence. And if it could have 
been known in advance without any doubts 


that such widespread and immediate bene- 


fits would follow the indorsement of a sound 
currency, Mr. McKinley’s majority would 
have been greater undoubtedly by a million 
or more votes.

This is a bad showing. Iti is ; discreditable 
to the County Board and to the heads of 
the different county offices. During six 
years the amount paid out for salaries has 
nearly doubled. The population of the 
county has not increased over athird. The 
taxable wealth of the county is not a third 
greater than it was in 1890, and yet, al- 
though the volume of business done by em- 
ployés has increased only about 25 per cent, 
the taxpayers have to contribute twice as 
much as they did ina far more prosperous 
year. 

There.are more Judges than there were 
in 1892. That makes.it necessary to have 
more bailiffs and clerks. But they are only 
a small fraction of the army of unnecessary 
employés added since 1890. Every year 
the head of every county office has notified 
the Judges that he needed more help. Al- 
most always he has been given what he 
asked for. 

Sometimes the County Board has ob- 
jected, but it has been extravagant in the 
management of those departments which 
are under its own immediate control. Its 
occasional protests against the extrava- 
gance of others might have been more effi- 
cient had it shown any desire to economize 
where it had the power to do so. 

More employés have been asked for by 
county officers, not because there was work 
for them, but in order that there might be 
more patronage at their disposal. Some of 
the employés are competent men, who do 
the work. The others are protected pets 
who idle, and whose places were created 

meérely.to pay the political debts of their 
patrons. 

Only those branches of the public services 
which are regulated directly by. the County. 
Board are under civil service rules. The 
court clerks and other officers are not held 
in check by such rules. The power to ap- 
point is in their hands and they will use it 
in the future asin the past. The places they 
‘have to give will be mainly treated as spoils 
and will be distributed among politica! re- 
tainers. 

Probably when the time comes to act on 
the lists of employés, those officers will ask 
for more. No such requests should be 
granted, and the number authorized should 


be cut down. The County Board should | 


economize all it can, and it should call on 
the Judges to do the same thing for the 
county offices. They should be notified of 
the wanton Waste of public money on worth- 
less appointees and be petitioned td stop it. 

If the number of employés cannot be cut 
down the County Board, which fixes their

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THE LAKE-FRONT PARK. 
The South Park Commissioners have at 


_last passed an ordinance on the lines of the 


ordihan¢e passed'by the City Council last 
July by which they assume control of the 
Lake-F'ront Park, except that portion of it 
lying north of the north line of Jackson 
street, “including all land which may be 
hereafter reclaimed adjoining said park and 
all right and comtrol in and over any re- 
claimed land and any water rights in con- 
nection with the said park which now exist 
or which may be hereafter provided under 
any ordinance or contract now in exist- 
ence.” 

The~Council ordinance 
majority consent of abutting property- 
owners must be obtained by Nov. 27. That 
consent was obtained on the last day of 
the limitation. The time was close and the 
majority was small, being but eighteen feet, 
but an inch is as good as an ell.

Against my wishes I met with a few 
gentlemen to talk over the location of the museum, 
if it is ever constructed, but I mage no such offer 
end gave expression to no such sentiments as are 
attributed to me in that newspaper article. 


While Mr. Field is annoyed by the pure 
fabrication of the newspaper in question, 
he is a liberal-minded, public-spirited, and 
wealthy. man, and in his own good time he 
may make up his mind-to do something far 
the museum in addition to what he’ has 
already done. He has shown by his gen- 
erosity in the past what his feelings are 
towards this institution. So he ought to be 
allowed to settle in his own way, aud at his 
own pleastre as to time, what he proposes to 
do. He should have the first chance to 
make his announcements and not be an- 
noyed in future by impudent and imaginary 
surmisals astohisplans. He is amply qual- 
ified to carry them out without officious and 
gratuitous assistance from the outside of 
the most irresponsible kind.

A NEW TRUST TO BE ORGANIZED. 

A Cleveland dispatch states that “‘ before 
the beginning of the new year a big corpora- 
tion will be formed embracing practically 
all the sandstone quarry interests of the 
United States.” A new trust is to be organ- 
ized which will proceed, to extort money 
from all who use the product the supply and 
price of which it is to control. 

The demoralization which has been caused 
by the profitable and unchécked career of 
the trusts is shown by the fact that the men 
who are about engaging in this new lawless 
enterprise do not hesitate to tell in advance 
what they are going todo. They feel sure 
that no law will be enforced against them, 
and that they can keep on plundering un- 
disturbed as long as they agree among 
themselves. 

The persons who are getting up this latest 
combine do not: announce that they are 
going to advance prices. They intimate 
that there will be a saving of 10 per cent in 
operating expenses, and that that saving 
will suffice them. : 

This is the way the originators of nearly 
all trusts talk at the outset. They declare 
that they do not intend to raise prices on 
consumers but to cut down expenses. by 
dismissing. superfluous solicitors, business 
agents, clerks, etc., for the operating ex- 
penses of three competing concerns are 


much larger than they would be if those con- | 


cerns were consolidated. 

But this legitimate gain never suffices. It 
is swallowed up by Increased expenses of 
another kind. The managers of the trust 
demand and get extravagant salaries. Then 
the owners of all the concerns which it is 
not deemed advisable to operate are paid 
guaranteed profits in excess of what they 
would have received if they had kept on 
running. 

The sandstone trust proposes to buy up 
all the small quarries not in the combina- 
tion. Most of those quarries will be closed. 
But the trust will feel obliged to make 
profits heavy enough to compensate it for 
the capital locked up in idle quarries. 

So the trust will commence by advancing 
prices a little, But the more money it takes 
in the more it will want. Its rapacity will 
grow, and it will make heavier demands on 
the pockets of consumers, The latter will 
protest, but that will avail them nothing, for 
the laws made to protect them will.not be 
enforced. 

President Cleveland will not interfere 
with this new trust. So when President 
McKinley is inaugurated he will find this 
unlawful combination with its headquarters 
in his own State in full blast, along with 
hundreds of other combinations. 

But he will not be as indifferent as Mr. 
Cleveland is, nor will the next Congress be 
as unmindful of its duty as other’ Con- 
gresses have been. If it, too, proves dere- 
lict, then the people will have to take hold 
and reform Congress. The men who ate 
Willing to see competition throttled by com- 
bination must be turned out. 

No doubt the representatives of the trusts 
will turn up at Washington next year and 
ask that po unfriendly legislation be en- . 


uted their cash towards securing a sound 


-money victory. 
Possibly they did, but if so they gave their. 


monéy in ordér to head off a change of the 
money standard which would have deprived 
them of half their credits and inflicted on 
them a loss of millions. That was the dan- 
ger against which they were endedvoring to 
protect themselves.

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SPANISH CRUELTY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Reports which have arrived by steam- 
ship at San Francisco give some details of 
the uprising against Spanish rule in the 
Philippine, Islands. They show primarily 
that Spanish cruelty is being practiced ruth- 
lessly and without restraint whenever rebels 
are taken prisoners. A newspaper cor- 
respondent of Hongkong, who went to the 
scene of action and personally investigated 


the situation, writes: 


The Spanish have revived the methods of the 
Inquisition and they are actually using machines 
of torture that were brought over to Manilla by 
Dominican priests 200 years ago. 


It would be impossible to present more’ 
convineing testimony of the revolting bloofl-* 


thirstiness of the Spaniards than given in 
this restoration of long-forgotten tortures. 
Instruments that fitted the brutal instincts 
of “two centuries ago, that are alluded to 
now by civilized people only with terror 
and shrinking trepidation, are welcomed by 
the Spanish of today as desirable agents 
of tigerish hate. Says this correspondent: 

So great are the atrocities that Consuls of Japan 
and of several European powers are considering 
an appeal to the great powers to put an end to the 
torture, outrage, and deportation of those who 
have had no fair trial. 


It is difficult to appreciate that this is not 
a description of the deeds of Turks. But 
the correspondent, going more into details, 
says further: 


The method is first to bind the prisoners’ hands 
behind: their backs so tightiy that the cords cut 
into the flesh. In that climate mortification re- 
sults and niany have lost their arms, while others 
are permanently crippled. After a few days, if 
they refuse to confess their gullt, they are brought 
into the torture chamber. After being stripped 
the alleged culprit is first subjected to whipping 
with rattans—200 blows or more if the victim is 
especially obstinate. Then thumbscrews are 
brought into play and the poor wretch, already half 
dead from beating, is obliged to undergo the ex- 
quisite pain that these little instruments produce. 

In Neura Ecia Province 1,000 woman sympa- 
thizers of the rebels have been killed. 


These revolting details of unspeakable 
cruelty show how close is the Spaniard 
of today at heart to the Spaniard of two 
and one-half centuries ago. There is the 
same wanton brutality, the same remorse- 
less, insatiable lust for blood and torture. 
The revelation of this unchecked indulg- 
ence in violence now going on in the Phil- 
ippines is instructive to the people of the 
United States as corroborative. testimony 
of the probable truth of the stories of sim- 
ilar cruelties that,have come from Cuba. 
They teach one lesson—that Spain is un- 
worthy to be intrusted with the fate of any 
human beings as dependents, and that it 
would be an act of common humanity to 
drive every vestige of the tyranny from off 
the face of this continent. 

THE NOVEMBER COLD WAVE. 

The first cold wave of the season has 
come early and is eloquent in its indications 
of winter. It is not only the first cold wave 
of November, which has been so prolific 
in its varieties of weather, but it is the rec- 
ord-breaking November wave of the last 
quarter century, The local forecaster. of 
the weather gives a good general idea of 
the wave as it was operating on Friday 
night. It was rolling over the United States 
from the northwest, with an axis reaching 
from Oleveland to Galveston, aud making 
a bee line for Florida, taking a fall of 10 
Yliegrees of temperature every fifty miles 
through it. 

The reports from various sections of the 
country give us the details of the general 
situation, 
than has been known for many years at 
this season. North Dakota, South Dakota. 
Montana, Oregon, Nebraska, Wyoming, and 
portions of Kansas, Missouri, and Minne- 
sota were in the below zero belt, while upin 
the British possessions 34 degrees below zero 
was the maximum of cold reported. In the 
Northwest the accompaniment of the cold 
wave was a blinding blizzard, while in the 
Southwest the change was ushered in with 
floods, heavy rain-storms, and cyclones, re- 
sulting in serious losses to life and property. 
A more dismal, destructive Thanksgiving 
day was never known. 

The most deplorable feature of the bliz- 
zard in the Northwest is the hceary fall of 
snow upon the ranges, which has prevented 
dealers from getting cattle to market or 


getting food for them, except in cases where 


they have struggied into the ravines or 
settlements. These, however, 
number, and unless relief comes speedily 
hundreds of thousands of cattle and sheep 
will perish of starvation and cold on these 
shelterless, snow-covered prairies, 

In the midst of all this suffering Chicago 
has no reason for complaint. The elemental 
disturbance has brought us only an eager 
nipping air, but with a clear sky and an 
atmosphere bracing and full-of tonic. It is 
the first genuine touch of winter after a 
season of the most extraordinary ineteoro- 
logical somersaults and record-dvatroyers 
ever kudwn. After having had August 
heat in April and April balminess in August, 
winter weather in September, snow in 
October, midsummer fervor in November, 
and a Thanksgiving which combined all the 
disagreeable elements of every morth in the 
year, it is pleasant to feel that at last we are 
settling down to a genuine old-fashioned 
winter with all its enjoyable environments. 


It is to be hoped at least such will be the 


outcome of the present indications, and yet 
as things have gone this year it would not 
be at all remarkable if during the coming 
week strawberries were in blossoin, peach 
buds swelling, and violets peeping out in 
the meadows. Nothing will be certain until

sitio the 4th of next March. Then all forms 
of lunacy, meteorological as well as political, 
may be expected to cease. 


Goop ADVICE OF BISHOP , DOANE. 

The annual address of Bishop Doane of 
Albany to the Episcopal clergymen of his 
diocese contained an appeal for toleration 
and a reasonably liberal attitude towards 
certain social customs that should serve as 
an instructive precedent to other Bishops 
who are less inclined to view the world from 
a common sense standpoint. “ It is idle, 
says Bishop Doane, “to make sweeping 
denunciations of the customs of society—to 
condemn the theater in tote, to declaim 
against dancing, to prohibit universally the 
use of wine.” The Bishop might have gone 
even further and declared it a positive in- 
jury to the cause of religion to indulge reck- 
lessly in these wholesale condemnations. 

Motive and individual disposition or 
environment must be the determining fac- 
tors in’ judging of the effects of the in- 
dulgences he enumerates, and clergymen 
who ignore the existence of these varying 
conditions and attempt to measure by one 


set and narrow rule the entire human fam- [ 


ily on non-essential matters, encroach dan- 
gerously on the sacred domain of-individual 
conscience. Bishop Doane defines ade- 
quately the limits of a clergyman’s preroga- 
tives when he says: - 

Broad and general principles are laid down, 
whose applications must be made in each caee 
separately by the individual conscience, The go- 
ing to the theater may be to one person just the 
relief that is needed to an overwrought brain or 
a tired body, while to another it may simply make 
the realties of life unreal, and foster a false sen- 
timentalism and spurious emotionalism which eat 
out all true piety and sympathy from life. . The 
same thing is true, it seems to me, about games 
and the use of stimulants. 


In the case of stimulants some may dis- 
pute the Bishop’s liberalism on the ground 
that the widespread wreckage of human life 
caused by the excessive use of them would 
justify hedging in their use by such strict 
provisions that individual will would be 
practically debarred from taking part inthe 
decision. But against the other customs 
the same extreme dangers cannot be urged. 
Undoubtedly a vast majority of the people 
who go to the theater, dance, or play cards 
suffer no evil effects from the practice, but 
on the contrary experience a_ positive 
benefit. It is simply a wanton fanaticism 
to ascribe to these diversions, which are 


“Commonly wholesome and restful, all the 


subtle temptations of immoral association 
and to class the vast company of the pure of 
heart and mind with the few whose moral 
natures have been perverted. It is a sad 
spectacle when some would-be reformer sets 
out on one of these general crusades which 
has no specific inspiration or point of at- 
tack, 

The stand taken by Bishop Doane against 
these hysterical and sweeping outbursts is 
a gratifying recognition of the rights of 
individual conscience and an encouraging 
sign that ministers in the future may not 
lose so much valuable time running down 
mythical foes. 
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TIPPING WAITERS IN CHICAGO, 

An investigation of the practice of tipping 
waiters in Chieago has developed some in- 
teresting facts, which are presented in this 
issue of Tue Trisune. It has been ascer- 
tained that the custom is established in all 
the better class hotels in the city. Here the 
waiter looks upon a tip.as his just due and 
feels mistreated if it is not forthcoming. 
The wages he receives are scarcely sufii- 
cient to support himself and family, and 
many of them have families. If the tip- 
ping practice were abolished, the waiter 
would receive higher wages. Several hotel- 
keepers recognize this and state that when 
they fix salaries prospective tips are not left 
out of consideration. 

Hotel managers do not agree, however, 
in their views on the practice, nor do the 
waiters themselves. One manager thinks 
the system pernicious and wishes it might 
be abolished in order that every one, with- 
out discrimination, might have equable and 
excellent service. On the other hand an- 
other thinks tipping is all right if the man 
who is being served wishes to pay extra for 
extra attention, Most waiters have noth- 
ing to say against tips, but a few of them are 
brave enough to maintain that they would 
rather have good uniform wages ani no tips. 


All of the hotel managers and waiters must: 


be commended for their stand respecting 
the treatment of the guests who decline to 
offer gratuities to the waiters. In the ver- 
nacular of the waiters these pevple are 
called “ miffs.” With striking unanimity 
those in authority declare that not for an 
instant will they tolerate neglect or mis- 
treatment of such a person simply because 
he declines to drop a little silver in the hand 
of his waiter. Many people wish to give a 
tip to the hotel waiter because he thinks he 
should have it, while others refrain from the 
practice because they think it is wrong, or 
at least uncalled for. To these must be 
added a third class which consists of those 
who like to be seen giving tips because they 
imagine it magnifies their greatness and im- 
portance in the eyes of others. While such 
widely divergent attitudes are maintained 
towards the custom, the crusade against it, 
suggested by one hotel manager, is scarcely 
feasible. — 
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FINANCIAL ASPECT OF FOOTBALL. 

The two most notable football contests 
in the East this year, those between Yale and 
Princeton in New York and between Har- 
vard and the University of Pennsylvania 
at Philadelphia, brought in an agzregate of 
$65,000 as gate receipts to the athletic as- 
sociations of the four instituticns. ‘This 
immense revenue from two exhibitions last- 
ing not more than a total of two hours has 
inspired the Philadelphia Press to make 
some rather startling comparisons. It as- 
serts: 

This sum is the aggregate income for a year 
of any of our smaller colleges like Lafayette, with 
about 300 students. The receipts of these two 
games would pay all the expenses of providing in- 
struction for such an _  institution—professors, 
maintenance, equipment, and all. 

And yet this sum represents the reward 
won by forty-four young men in an event 
which is a “ mere incident of their educa- 
tion for life and their training in liberal 
learning.” The Press then adds: 

Do these responsible college authorities reflect 
on the effect upon the general public of a system 
under which $65,000 is collected to see two ames? 
All colleges are poor. They need money. Pro- 
fessors are underpaid. Research is hampered. . 
Equipment ts insufficient. When a college gets 
$65,000 it treats the sum as an important addition 
to its endowment—as It is. Yet this one depart- 
ment of a liberal education takes in $65,000 at 
two gates, and has all the money it can spend. 

There certainly seems reason in the as- 
sertion that the effect of this system on 


the students is demoralizing. As the Press 


sensibly remarks: 

The young men on theve athietic teams are 
tended, cared for, fed, housed, and transported on 
a scale of luxurious comfort at a time when they 
ought to be acquiring habits of self-reliance, self- 
help, and simplicity of personal life. 


Another direct result of this condition is 
that “ when there is plenty of money to 
spend the temptation to spend it directly 
or indirectly in paying men to play on the 
teams is very strong and it is notorious that 
this tendency is not everywhere resisted.” 

The conclusion of the Press after point- 


ing out that football as now conducted can- | 


asi endure the test of public critietads is: 
“'The offect on the public of four institu- 
tions of liberal learning, each of which has 
its hat out the year around fot more money, 
taking in $65,000 in one afternoon to sup- 
port games is not good.”

SCHOOL FOR BOYS IN JAIL. 


The Woman’s club of Chicage and par 


ticularly Miss Florence Mathorn. its repre- 
sentative, has found a fruitful field for 
its work of noble philanthropy in at- 
tempting to build tp the moral and mental 
stature of the boys who come 48 prisoners 
to the County Jail. ~The first effort to 
rescue these children from some of the de- 
basing influences of their environment was 
made about eight years ago, but not until 
the Woman's club took up the project and 
Miss Hathorn volunteered to be the active 
agent in the work did there appear any con- 
vinecing signs of success. 

The most that enh be done is to subject 


| the novitiates in crime to a brief experience 


in a generally unfamiliar atmosphere of 
honesty and industry, and this is accom- 
plished through the medinm of a form of 
school. But the pupils remain for eo short 
a time that it is impracticable to attempt 
any elaborate system. of instruction and 
greater attention is paid to diverting to 
honorable channels such knowledge as the 
children may possess and to implanting 
germs of right-living that may bear fruit 
when the recipients return to the world. 
Aside from this scheme of general instruc- 
tion the children are’ brought into close 
contact with a practical and sincere sym- 
pathy that is able to discern the really true 
hearts which have been only slightly biuck- 
ened with vice. These children, who might 
be termed the better ones, are the objects 
of special solicitude and care and are so 
zealously and patiently nurtured, not only 
while in the jail but after they leave it, 
thdt many instances of restoration to abso- 
lute integrity are recorded. 

The character of this work, which is not 
confined to a routine but is adapted continu- 


ally to the changing conditions, is beneficent 


in the extreme.: It attacks with the most 
effective weapons the world of crime in its 
most vital part. The children who have 
been barely latnched on the downward 
path are still susceptible to honest precepts 
and ambitions and may be turned back to 
decent lives by even a slight if sincere show 
of interest. A little training, a little in- 
struction, a little advice, and, above all, a 
little genuine human sympathy at this cru- 
cial age wheg character is forming may 
change the current of an entire life. Such 
changes have been made in this jail school 
and more will be made as the work pro- 
Creases, | 

But there is room for greater endeavor 
in the same field. Similar work should be 
done in every institution where boys are 
held as prisoners, and girls also should be 
brought under the same wholesome infiu- 
ences. A vigorous and concerted attack 
on crime when its clutch on human hearts 
is still disputed by conscience will go far to 
raise the standard of the next generation.

Light Receipts in the Northwest. 

The top figures were made in the first 
few minutes on Liverpool coming 1d to 14d 
higher, and the small Northwestern receipts, 
642 cars, against 758 cars a week ago and 
1,148 cars last year. The shipments were 
also heavy, withdrawals here being 220,000 
bu, and the outward movement for the week 
nearly 800,000 bu. Argentine shipments 
were only 16,000 bu, against 80,000 bu the 
previous week and 48,000 bu last year. The 
crop news from there was also unfavorable. 
The most striking bull news, in addition to 


the cables, came from San Francisoo, where 


$1.70 per cental was said to be bid for six 
cargoes of milling wheat for Australia with- 
out being accepted. Portugal has a deficit 
and has removed the import duty to allow 
5,000,000 bu to be brought in, and has taken 
about 200,000 bu of wheat from New York 
this week. Bids for flour were the highest 
on the crop, but local mills are sold ahead 
and unable to take new business. The gen- 
eral situation remains without material 
change. Primary receipts continue small, 
548,000 bu, or less than one-half of last 
year’s. The shipments for the day were 
609,000 bu. For the week receipts aggre- 
gated 3,078,000 bu, against 4,453,000 bu the 


previous week and 5,438,000 bu last year. — 


The shipments are encouraging to holders, 
being 3,198,000 bu, an increase of 337,000 bu 
for the week and of 120,000 bu over last 
year. Estimates on Chicago stocks are 
for a decrease of 400,000 bu, and on the visi- 
ble for a reduction from 1,000,000 bu to 2,000,-

There seems to be a hazy conception in the 
United States of the condition of affairs in 
Cuba. The underlying causes of the re- 
peated insurrections of the Cuban patriots 
are, to say the least, of far greater magni- 
tude than those which stirred our forefa- 
thers to throw off the British yoke in 1776. 
The deprivation of political, civil, and re- 
ligious liberty, the exclusion from public 
office, and the tremendous load of taxation 
to maintain the standing army and navy of 
the mother country have resulted in a deadly 
hatred between the native Cubans and the 
hordes of officers sent over from Spain to 
oppress the people. 

From 1837 to 1879 Cuba was absolutely de- 
void of representation in the Spanish Cortes. 
In 1837 Sefior Sancho, in a speech before the 
Cortes, expressesd the opinion of the Span- 
ish people when he said: ‘‘ The government 
has never held the opinion that deputies 
should be sent from America. It has been 
an evil which it is necessary to,cut short.” 
But that was only the beginning. 

Previous to the insurrection of 1868 the 
revenue reached nearly $26,000,000 annually, 
of which $20,000,000 was used to carry on the 
expenses of the island and the remainder 
sent to Spain. Since 1868 this has been in- 
creased enormously. For instance, in 1880 
Cuba paid $40,000,000 In taxes, and 


year. If Spain should again defeat our Cu- 
ban friends it is impossible to imagine the 
enormous debt that would be added to the 
burden under which Cuba has labored so 
long. The expenses of the war would be 
added, with as large a “ bill of extras” as 
the government chose to put on. 

Many of the examples of taxation might be 
called absurd were it not that they were so 
serious for the victims of them. Each re- 
tail store was heavily taxed in proportion 
to the size of its business.

Most Unique Means Was One itn Which

If the 
dictionary is not one in common use, it would 
very difficult for an uninitiated person 
to guess or to find out which’one had been 
employed, and, until he does find this out 
the cryptogram will remain sealed. 


Disadvantages of Dictionary System. 


A cipher of this kind, h ever, has s 
disadvantages. Not only does it entall a 
good deal of work, but it also involves the 
necessity of having a cumbersome diction- 
ary always at hand, which is not conven- 
lent, especially when one is traveling. The 
French Government employs this system 
but in a modified form. It uses small vocab- 
ularies of 100 pages each, -which are not 
numbered, on each page being 100 words, ir- 
regularly numbered from 00 to 99. In using 
these words the correspondents need neither 
begin on the first: page nor follow the nat-. 
ural order of the numbers; they may, for 
example, use uneven numbers for the first 
fifty pages and even numbers for the second 
fifty, but they must always take care to 
place a naught before the first nine numbers 
in such a manner that the cipher of the page,

Two Basic Subdivisions. 


Ciphers may be separated into two great 

visions—letter ciphers and code ciphers— 
says a writer on the subject. By letter ci- 
phers are meant all those in which the cor- 
respondence is transcribed letter by letter, 
so that each letter in the original is repre- 
sented by some character inthecipher. This 
division embraces most forms of cipher 
usually applicable to the purposes of cor- 
respondence. By code ciphers are meant 
ciphers im which a great number of charac- 
ters or signs are used representing letters, 
syllables, words, or even entire sentences. 
These necessarily involve the use of a code 
or key, and are therefore extremely trouble- 
some to prepare, and as a rule but ill adapt- 
ed for general correspondence. They are, 
however, applicable to other purposes, as 
or use in the navy and for commercial af- 
airs. 
’ There are two distinct systems upon which 
the formation of'a letter cipher may pro- 
ceed. First, that of substitution, in whieh 
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astonishment to the chance visitor. ‘‘ Outer 
edges,’’ “* grapevines,’’ ‘‘ Dutch 'rolls,”’ and 
the more elaborate fancy movements of the 
special figures are so common as to scarcely 
excite comment or attract attention. .Fancy 
skating, which ten years ago would attract 
a packed circle of interested onlookers 
around the performer, now passes unnoticed. 
And it is not alone the men who perform 
difficult feats, the women to an astonishing 
extent also. exhibit unusual skill. On see- 
ing a Chicago crowd on the ice it is not to be 
wondered at that George Meagher, the cham- 
pion skater, declared American women to be 
the best at the sport in the world. He re- 
cently, wrote of them: . 

A two-years’ visit to Europe spent in study of 
the methods of skating In England and France has 
served to convince me that the American girls 
are the most graceful skaters in the world. 

One of the essential rules of the English school 
is to skate with a ‘‘ straight knee,’’ and this 
surely teaches ungracefulness. But while the men 
cling to this old school rule the women of England, 
I am giad to say, have abandoned it to such an 
extent that today there are many graceful skaters 
among the fair sex there. Notwithstanding this 
rigid style, Englishmen execute their movements 
on so grand a scale that they obtain a sensation 
akin to that of flying. 

Hand-in-hand and ‘‘combined’’ skating are 
now much in vogue in Europe. After clasping 
hands one of two skaters starts backward on the 
ordinary ‘‘ cross roll,’’ while the partner-follows 
with forward strokes. On the third stroke the one 
going backward completes a circle, still followed 
by the other. . Another showy movement is the 
‘‘combined grapevine.’’ Two persons, passing 
each other, join hands. One starts the grapevine, 
leading with the left foot forward; the other 
starts with the right forward; thus both skaters 
are forced sideways along the ice. Other move- 
ments are the ‘‘ vague,’” ‘‘seagull."" ‘‘ opera 
swing,’ and ‘‘ Q’s,’’ but the most attractive of 
all is the waltz on skates. I have seen many 
couples gracefully waltzing at once and giving 
the rink the appearance of a ballroom. 

The American women are truly the most grace- 
ful skaters in the world, but I must add that owing 
to the small scale on which their figures are exe- 
cuted their movements in fancy skating are not 
so worthy of praise as their English cousins, who 
until lately have been handicapped by dearth of

city skating is. performed, and it is there that 
the best conditions are usually to be found 
for the enjoyment of the sport itself. Yet 
these very attractions are their own un- 
doing, for the crowds that swarm to the 
public lakes on the fine days are so immense 
that they make in themselves the greatest 
drawback to the skater’s pleasure.

. {t is there and then that the real public— 
the wage-earners and their families—gct the 
benefit of the park ‘taxes.

From forenoon. until midnight 
the ice, the banks about it, and the waiting- 
rooms of the shelters are crowded closely 
with a merry. throng intent on having a good 
time. They take hold of hands in long rows 
and sweep down the length of the ponds, 
scattering -fear into -the hearts of the un- 
steady skaters in-their paths. They play

fair escort. Finally they take the late cars 
back, after eight or ten hours of the hardest 
kind of work. It is for the accommodation 
of the great mass of pleasure-seekers that 
the following ‘preparations have been fin- 
ished during the last week in the various 
parks: 

The West Park system has three principal 
skating areas which are all ready—except 
for: the freezing—for the use of the people. 
In Humboldt and Douglas Parks the larger 
lakes are used and are all in one piece, ten. 
or fifteen acres in extent each. In Garfield 
Park both of the two small lakes are expect- 
ed to be occupied by the skaters, giving an 
amount of space about equal to that in the 
other West Side ponds. In all of these three 
places the refectories on the edge of the 
water are to be warmed and put at.the dis- 
posal of the skaters, and the precaution has 
already been taken to cover the floors, steps, 
and passageways with heavy planking as a 
protection against the ravages of the many 
steel runners.

In Jackson Park the pond which liesat the 
south door of the, beautiful World’s Fair Art 
Building is to be used again for skating. It 
contains some six or éight acres of surface, 
and will be reinforced by one of the lagoons 
to the south if the public so demands. But 
unless crowds of unexpected size collect 
there the lagoons about the Wooded Island 
will not be openied to the people. A new ca- 
pacious shelter has been built near the Field 
Museum and electric lights set up about the 
entire pond. 

The feature of the South Side prepara- 
tions for skating has been the manufacture 
of a new, planer for the ice. It has been 
built in the park shops, after a pattern se- 
lected from the best ideas embodied in sev- 
‘eral similar devices in use in other cfties, and 
nearly resembles one used last winter in 
Boston Ite action will be to save the usual 
nightly ficoding of theice by planing it down 
smooth. A set of steel knives set at right 
angles will accomplish the work and will 
require the best efforts of a team of horses to 
haul the machine. This novel piece of ap- 
paratus is regarded as considerable of an ex- 
periment, but great hopes are entertained 
foritssuccess It will be first tried in Wash- 
ington Park. 

Preparations for skating during the last 
week or two have not, been confined to the 
parks alone. On both the North and South 
Sides several club rinks have been made 
ready for flooding as soon as the weather 
allows. In the former locality work was 
commenced on the ponds of both of the two 
rival organizations, the Skaters’ club and 
the Elm Street club. Much as during last 
season these two rinks will amuse a large 
fraction of the society leaders of their neigh- 
borhoods. 


Private Rinks Getting Ready. 


The Skaters’ club is a sort of an outgrowth 
of the Saddie and Cycle club and the’ W yan- 
dot Tennis club. It uses the club-house of 
the former.and the grounds of the latter, 
both located at the corner of Pine and Su- 
perior streets. The cozy little house and the 
large extent of the grounds make this one 
of the most important private rinks in the 
city. Since the tennis courts there wereall 
placed on one level last summer the vacant 
space in the entire block, runming from 
Superior to Huron street and from Pine to 
St. Clair street, will be available for ice this 
winter. Last season the club gave one 
masquerade and several minor perfermances 
on the ice, and organized a hockey team. 
This season the plans contemplate, weather 
permitting, a much more elaborate list of 
attractions. The club has not yet organized 
for the year; but work has been begun get- 
ting the rink ready. 

The Elm Street club has its rink not far 
from the Skaters’ club, its great rival. It 
is located at Elm street and the Lake Shore 
drive in the large piece of vacant prop- 
erty there. Last year the rink was a great 
success when the weather was cold, and 
large crowds of society folk attended. This 
year it will need nothing but frost to prove 
far more attractive than last season. 

On the South Side the Prairie Avenue 
club and the Wanderers’ Cricket club are 
both making preparations for outdoor en- 
joyment in the coming season of cold. The 
former hes its rink located at Twenty-sec- 
ond street and Prairie avenue. It has an 
exclusive membership of the young society 
people of the neighborhood, and makes up 
in enthusiasm what it may lack in mem- 
bers. Its hockey team last winter was the 
best of the club aggregations, and with 
more practice would have developed consid- 
erable talent. It will be. reorganized this 
year and will play games with several out- 
of-town teams. The feature of the rink at 
the Wanderers’ Cricket club will be the 
amount and skill of the curling played there. 
It is the rendezvous of the Scotch adepts 
in the game. 

Unless present decisions are changed the 
Kenwood Country club will not attempt to 
build a skating rink this winter. The trial 
was made last year, and would have been a 
brilliant success: had it not been for one 
vital consideration—the weather. The latter 
balked the best efforts of the directors and 
employés, however, and but few chances 
could be obtained to skate. While the ice 
did keep its condition the fun was fast and 
furious. Curling and hockey were both in- 
troduced and had made a splendid ’ zin-

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cryptogram of sufficient length this pecul- 
larity is likely to make itself apparent. 

The most humorous and effectual mode of 
sending a cryptogram, perhaps, was that at- 
tributed to a Greek in the old days. He 
shaved the head of a slave, wrote on the 
bald pate with indelible ink, allowed the hair 
to grow again, and sent off the slave... The 
correspondent, or addressee, shaved the 
head. again, and there read the message on 
the pate. ; 

Writing with invisible or sympathetic ink 
is an amusing expedient, but scarceiy secret 
enough for important . communications. 
Many chemical liquids may be used as inks 
to produce writing Which is invisible until 
warmed before the fire or until steeped in 
some other liquid. Two persons may exer- 
cise their ingenuity in this way: Each 
writes out an extract from a book, no mat- 
ter what, in ordinary ink, then with invisi- 
ble ink makes dots under such letters and 
dashes under such words as suffice to make 
up the message. The addressee, on receiv- 


ing the written extract, knows how to read. 


between the. lines by making the invisible 
ink visible. 


Ciphers in Government Use. 


Ciphers-.are in general use among govern- 
ments, and-can be changed as often as de- 
sired. Such codes are not, and apparently 
never have been, composed of special charac- 
ters or symbols. Cresar and Antony employed 
in their communications a peculiarly ar- 
ranged alphabet. They changed the value of 
certain letters, writing Din place of A, B in 
place of B, and. so on. A misstve of this 
kind could be deciphered by assigning to 
each letter the: value of the fourth letter in 
advance of it. This system is known as the 
Julius €Cesesar method. 

Some prefer the Japanese method, which 
consists in writing one l?ne from the top of 
the page to, the bottom, and the next line 
from: the bottom of the page to the top, and 
then in grouping the letters, which are joined 
horizontally, so they will form words.The 
eye of the professional can readily grasp the 
secret. From a combination of the Julius 
Cesar and the Japanese methods-have re- 
sulted the Scott and Lord Bacon methods, 
and also that of St. Cyr, which is taught at 
the French military school. It is not easily 
learned and can be deciphered without much 
trouble, as, indeed, with all methods which 
have a distinct key. 

Nowhere are greater precautions taken in 
regard to ciphers than in the office of the 
French Minister of the Colonies. <A variable 
system seems to be preferred there—that Is 
to say, a system the key of which is 
metical operation—namely, subtraction and 
changed every week. In order to decipher a 
dispatch written in this way a double arith- 
division—is necessary. Thus, though sev- 
eral figures may appear on a page, only a 
limited. number have. any meaning, the 
others being superfiuous. 


Cipher Was Easily Read. 


No matter how impenetrable a cipher may 
be supposed to be, there is always danger of 
indiscretions if the key is in possession of 
several persons. A notable instance of the 
misuse of a cipher was furnished on March 
80, 1885. On that Saturday evening a cipher 
dispatch arrived in Paris. It.was sent to 
Ferry by Gen. Briére de I'Isle, and gave an 
account of the Langson affair. On Sunday 
all the newspapers publisiied the dispatch. 
On Monday the Ministry fell. Some hours

possess considerable merit. _ 
Determining Kind of Cipher. 

Now, let us suppose we have an entirely un- 
known cipher to examine, merely assuming 
that it is written in English. We must first 
determine the general character of the ct- 
pher, whether it is codal, literal, or mixed, 
and for this purpose the number of distinct 
characters employed must be ascertained. 
If the number be very large, the cipher is 
certainly codal. If the number of characters 
used does not greatly exceed twenty-six, the 
cipher is in all probability @ letter cipher, 
with some additional signs to re t com- 
mon words, or possibly figures. If the num- 
ber be less than twenty-six, it «# without 
doubt a letter cipher. With régard to codal 
ciphers where a dictionary} is used as the 
key, which may be easily perceived from the 
character of the cipher, the solution must be 
sought by endeavoring to discover the dic- 
tionary employed, and, as the number ox dic- 
tionaries is limited this is not altogether 
hopeless. When the cipher ‘is for on a 
syllable céde it is almost certain to be also 
partly literal, and a solution must be sought 
in a careful examination and collation of 
the most common characters. When the 
cipher is mixed—t. e.: literal with some added 
signs—it is probably a fixed cipher, More- 
over, the most common characters are pret- 
ty certain to represent letters, and, there- 
fore, setting aside the less frequent charac- 
— it may be treated as an ordinary letter 
cipher. 

he problem of solving a letter cipher de- 

pends on two fundamental principles—viz.: 
that however intricate the system adopted, 
the relations between the letters of the cipher. 
must be governed, first, by the natural laws 
of the formation of words, and, secondly; by 
some arbitrary law, which is the law of the 
cipher. The problem ts also practically two- 
fold, involving first, the discovery of the 


, System upon which the cipher is formed, and, 


secondly, the discovery of the key. 

Assuming that the cipherappears-upon ex- 
amination to be a letter cipher, we must first 
ascertain to which of the three classes it be- 
longs—fixed, changing, or transposed. The 
determination of this depends upon the well- 
known fact that certain letters occur in writ- 
ing much more frequently than others. 


Some General Deductions, 


The following table of relative frequency, 
derived from many observations, may be 
taken as approximately correct, but of course 
in particular sentences the proportion varies 
more or less: 


The predominance of e, as shown by this 
table, is in English almost invariable. It 
will also be observed that there is a very 
wide gap after h, the ninth letter, and it will 
be found that in any ordinary paragraph the 
first nine letters in this table are almost al- 
ways the. most frequent, and may therefore 
be designated as the common letters. 

This relative frequency is, of course, not 
affected if other letters be substituted in a 
cipher, provided it be a fixed cipher, but if 
it be a changing cipher, so that the common 
letters are represented sometimes by one 
letter and sometimes by another, there is 
no reason why one letter should appear more 
frequently than another. Hence we have 
these rules: 

1. If some of the letters in the cipher occur 
much oftener than others it is in all proba- 
bility a fixed cipher. . 

2. If the letters which #ccur most frequent- 
ly are those which are commonest in ordi- 
nary writing itt may be concluded to be a 
cipher in which the concealment depends 
not upon substitution, but upon transposi- 
tion. 

3. If the letters occur nearly equally it is 
most probably @ changing cipher. * 


FURNISH FOUNDATIONS FOR PARKS. 


Defanct Merchamt Vennels Which Are 
Contributed as Pillars for the 
New Lake-Front. 


Chicago has a sunken fleet. Not every- 
body who walks over the new Lake-Front 
Park will know that he is walking above the 
cemetery of a defunct merchant marine, But 
such is the case.

Indeed, the last should be 
invariably adopted, whatever the system 
of cipher, as nothing so much assists the 
cryptographer as to have the words divided 
ready to hand. It ts, however, very gem- 
rally neglected. 

a bate by substitution the power or 
significance of the letters may either re- 
main constant, as when ‘‘a is always repre- 
sented by ‘“‘g,”’ ‘““b’” by “ n,”’ and so on, in 
which case it is called a“ fixed cipher,’’ or 
it may vary, so that the same better has dif- 
ferent significations in different parts of the 
cipher, when it is called a changing 
cipher.’”’

are then written, following it in the P cipher;

Cut Glass Is Widely Used. 

Cut glass is utilized in the manufacture 
of every accessory to the toilet in which it 
is at all available, and when to its sparkling 
prisms are added the precious stones. with

shown almost exclusively in glass there is 
nothing that gives greater scope for the in- 
ventive and executive skill of the designer 
than the large puff boxes.

The powder puff itself is finished with a 

knob either of cut glass or silver, and is set 
with an amethyst or a turquoise. 
- There are many odd things in salts bottles. 
They come in all sizes, and the larger they 
are the more room they afford for decora- 
tion, one or more stones usually studding the 
top. In the smaller vinaigrettes the semi- 
precious stomes are often supplanted by 
genuine rubies, emeralds, and sapphires.

The Third Ward alleys: were also found in 
a fairly good condition; and the garbage 
boxes had been emptied. that morning. 

The contractors in these alleys are blamed 
by residents for their carelessness in spilling 
about as much of the garbage into the 
alley as they dump into their, wagons. 

The Fourth Ward has acquired some fame 
from the earnest efforts of Mrs. Cole, Mrs. 
Dr. Starkey, and other woman reformers 
who have led crusades against the filthiness 
of the alleys in tkeit neighborhood. But the 
result of their labors seems to have been of 
little avail... The alleys of this ward bear no 
comparison in cleanliness with those of the 
Second and Third Wards. 

The Thirty-second Ward has the filthiest 
alleys in that part of the city. A great num- 
ber of them are unpaved, but the residents 
think the mud would not emit such an un- 
bearable, disease-breeding stench had’ the 
garbage, slops, dead dogs, and other refuse 
which keep accumulating been regularly 
removed. ‘‘ Blind” alieys are frequent in 
the Thirty-second Ward. They resemble 
toboggan slides, the filth having accumu- 
lated in an even upward grade to the top of 
the shed or fence obstructing the exit. 

In the First Ward some of the more open 
alleys in the business blocks are kept fairly 
clean, but in the poorer districts, especially 
in the levee, the contractors and inspectors 
seem to have condescended to pay few yisits. 
These alleys are foul and filthy. The peo- 
ple, largely Italians, have few. things to 
throw away, but what they do fre- 
quently rernains till it becomes a part Of the 
soil in front of their homes. The Civic Fed- 
eration has made attempts to get some of 
these particularly bad. places cleaned up, 


/but its efforts have resulted in only tem- 
| porary benefit.

FURNISHES NEW INDUSTRY FOR WOMEN 


Girls Whe Tie Bows in Stores.HMave a 
Profession of Their 
Own. 


The fad for ribbon bows has brought outa 
new occupation for women—the making of 
these bows. Every dry goods store in town 
has at least one woman who devotes her en- 
tire time to the tying and manipulating of 
yards and yards ofribbon. The jrork is done 
free of charge if the ribbon is bought at the 
counter where she sits, and she is kept busy 
from morning until night tying bows. Some 
of them are exceedingly simple, others just 
as elaborate, but it is all the same to the 
bowmaker. All she is concerned with is the 
best and prettiest way of looping the ribbons, 
whether into a simple knot for throat Or 
sleeve, or into one of the big rosettes with 
long streamers which are placed in every 
place where there seems room for them, 

By a sort of natural instinct the bow- 
makérs seem to produce thé best results 
unconsciously, and the worker will allow her 
eyes to wander-all over the store while her 
fingers are busy twisting and tying ribbons. 
Needles and thréad are seldom called into 
use, and a single tight knot usually confines 
all the loops, be they two or a dogen. To 
effect this result so simply requires no smal! 
amount of skill, and the bowmaker is gener- 
ally surrounded by an interested crowd of 
women all busily watching her flying fingers. 

The women who make bows are paid at 
about. the me salaries as saleswomen, 
aetna usually started out by selling rib- 
bons, and advanced to bowmaking by a 
process of natural selection. The cleverest 
bowmaker in the down-town stores says she 
picked her knowledge up unconsciously. 

* There we a need for this sortof thing,” 
is her version of the story, “and I man- 
aged to tie bows pretty well, so now I doit 
every day.”’ 

The work of the ribbon workers is interest- 
ing, as an illustration of how quickly supply 
follows demand in any branch of business. 
A few months ago there was not a single 
woman in town, exclusive of the millinery 
establishments, who made her living by 
tying bows. Now there are thirty or more, 
with new workers being added every day. 
The elaborate bows made necessary by 
fashion were beyond the skill of the average 
woman, and now few women tie their own 
bows.

Altogether 
apart from the acknowledged difficulty of secur- 
ing a hearing at the subsidized Parisian opera- 
houses, he declares that the work is ‘* too la- 
borious, too long, and, in a word, too fatiguing 
for me. I can no longer devote many months to 
write music at the rate of eight or ten hours a day.

‘‘ will be the postscript of my theatrical career.’’ 

Mr. Henry Eames, a pianist of Chicago, returns 
this week from Frankfort, Germany, where he 
has “been studying for the last year with Mme.

‘faiteurs," which wae a sermon upon the 


proper treatment of the poor. The most de- 
praved tastes were pandered to in “Le 
Carillon,” produced recently at the Va- 
riétés. But the laxity of the official cen- 
sorship has not met with popular favor. 

There have been revivals of all sorts, not 
the least important being Don César de 
Bazan, with Coquelin in the cast; yet even 
the great comic actor of Paris could not 
make the play a success, There have been 
glowing accounts, it is true, of a dress re- 
hearsal of “ Peer Gynt,” given with the 
orchestral accompaniment of Grieg’s music, . 
but it is hardly likely that Ibsen’s pessi- 
mistic poem could attract the multitude un- 
less it were made an excuse for listening 
to the inspired: music of Grieg’s two suites. 
Such performances are possible once or 
twice, but they cannot secure a permanent 
following. Schumann's “ Manfred’ is a work 
of the same order, and in spite of the fine 
orchestration the dialogue becomes intense- 
ly dull. There are few, indeed, who really 
understand or have even taken the 
trouble to read the poem of * Peer 
Gynt.”’ The majority of Ibsen’s fol- 
lowers take its merits for granted, arguing, 
with abundant reason, it is true, that there 
must have been something fine in the con- 
ception of the master; otherwise Gricg 
could never have made ruch music out of the 
story. 

“two Littl Vagabonds” hardly seems 
to have attracted so much attention in New 
York as it did in Boston. There can be 
little doubt as to the strength of the play. 

Not only has it proved a shining success 
upon the bahks of the Seine under its origi- 
nal French title of ** Les Deux Gosses,"’ but 
it has drawn crowded houses in London, 
where audiences are not apt to be emotional. 
New York has, however, a law unto itself 
in theatrical matters, and although yesiter- 
day’s notices praise the play, they are by no 
means enthusiast! The sentimental and 
emotional side of Vite is not highly appre- 
ciated. upon Broadway, where “ The Sign 
of the Cross” 
melodramatic. There does seem to be some 
ground for criticism, however, in the case 
of *‘ The Two Littl Vagabonds.”’ ‘The 
motive of the piece is thin, to say the least 
of it. No reason is given why the husband 
should suspect the fideiity of his wife, and 
yet, without that opening, it would be im- 


- possible for him to have their child abducted 


by @ vagabond. The object, however, is to 
get the children of the play—the one ab- 
ducted and the other the offepring of a crim- 
inal—into juxtaposition in the second act, 
and then the real pathos of the piece begins. 
It is a pathos, no doubt, to the Little Lord 
Fauntleroy kind-of sentiment, but certainly 
less artificial 

The critics are not effusive over Mr. Mans- 
field’s Richard III., although they all admit 
that it is his finest character. They speak 
of it as a. revival, but it must be remembered 
that it is seven years since Mr. Mansfield 
produced his version of Gloster’s life and 
death, and then it was only given a short 
trial. Wherefore it is a pity to speak of a 
production which is in many ways incom- 
parable, as if it was a regular part of Mr. 
Mansfield’s répertoire. The size of the Gar- 
den Theater is against the performance, re- 
garded from a spectacular point of view, 
yet the refined art of Mr. Mansfield’s dia- 
logue is best appreciated in a smal! house. 

It will be interesting to learn whether Mr. 
Beerbohm Tree's ‘“‘ Henry IV.” will hold its 
own in this country. Mr. Mansfield cannot, 
apparently, rouse much enthusiasm for. 
Shakspearean plays, and it remains to be 
seen how far Mr. Tree will be successful.

Approximate Number of Club Mem- 
bers in Chicago. 


HICAGO clubs cést their members no 

less than $1,700,000 a year, and that 

is a very conservative estimate. A 

seore of clubs within the city proper 

own their own club-houses, and to this may 

be added the several in the suburbs whose 

membership is composed of those who are, 
properly speaking, citizens of Chicago. 

At first blush the figures given may seem 

‘extravagant, but « careful investigation of 


the financial features of the leading clubs, 


- of the city as well as several of the smaller 


family organizations establishes the fact 
that the sum mentioned isa ate esti- 
mate of the sums expended by members for 
the luxuries and pleasures of belonging to 
the club.._According to the location and 
prosperous conditions the membership in the 
clubs varies from 200 or less up to 2,000, and 
the amounts expended within the doors of 
the club-houses vary correspondingly from 
about $7,000 to within a few dollars of 


In the heart of the eity there are now seven 
clubs which are sufficiently pretentious to 
give buffet and dining-room service to mem- 
hers. Fifteen years ago there was one club 
in Chicago which wae able to offer such ac- 
commodations. This fact demonstrates as 
thoroughly as many more frequently men- 
- toned statistics the growth and 

ty of the city. Those now 
located in’ the heart of the city are the 
Union League, the Athletic, Chicago, Uni- 
versity, Troquois, the Technical, and the 
Columbus clubs. The membership of these 
runs from 300 to 2,000, comprising in their 
lists a large majority of the prominent 
names of Chicago. — : 
: Odd Variations in Fees. 

‘As interestimg as they are variable are the 
§nitiation fees and dues of the various or- 
ganizations, and, strange as it may seem, 
these are not always commensurate with 
the prominence and influential character of 
the club. For instance, the initiation fee at 
one of the most prominent and well-known 


clubs in Chicago is only $10, and the dues — 


only $20 a year. Qn the other hand is a club 
far from the center of the city whose initia- 
tion fee is the magnificent figure of $500, and 
$80 membership dues a year. The laiter fig- 
ure for dues is the highest charged in any 
case, and is the most frequent figure charged 
by the best clubs, although one of the most 
exclusive in the city charges only $60 per 


year. 

Naturally, one of the greatest sources of 
revenue of a club is thé restaurant and 
‘buffet, Oni club in the city averages in a 


eae mid $115,000 from the restaurant alone, and 
oes es 


this takes in about $50,000 for liquor. 
At this same place the cigar bill is $30,000 in 
a year, and billiards $10,000. The down- 
town clubs and one or two in the residence 
district derive considerable profit from rent- 
ing rooms in the club-house. There are gen- 
erally from half a dozen to a dozen or fifteen 
apartments, which sometimes rent as low 
- @s $25 or $30 a month, while they range as 
high:as $75 or $80, according to size and ac- 
com s. 
Incidental Fees Are Large. 


All the figures given refer only to the 
amounts actually paid into the club treas- 
uries and in no case are they inclusive of 
the amounts of money which may chance to 
go from one club member's pocket into that 
of another. At some of the clubs in the city 
considerable amounts follow this course in 
the ecard room, but such expenses can hardly 
be considered in the nature of necessities. 
Tables in the card rooms are charged for at 
the more expensive clubs just the same as 
billiard tables. At one club the card tables 
bring in tn the course of a year $3,000, while 
the billiard tables only bring in half that 
| sum, demonstrating clearly the greater pop- 
aes ularity of cards at that particular club. At 
i an Bg the family clubs ih the residence 
a ,portion and suburbs of the city no charge 
an whatever is made for the use of the card 
Re tables, billiard tables, and bowling alleys, 
pee @yhile in the summer time their tennis courts 
mos BS also free to the members.

club. The initiation fees in such clubs are 
most ‘frequently $40 to $80 and the dues from 
$30 to $40 a year. The income from these 
sources {s ordinarily in the neighborhood of 
$10,000 to $12,000, as the membership is 
generally in the neighborhood of 250 to 300. 


Cost to Individual Members. 
The amount of money expended on clubs 
. by a citizen depends altogether on his love 
for club life and the length of his purse. 
Many citizens belong-to three or four clubs, 
and some to as many as five or six. When 
these different memberships are in down- 
, town clubs, as they naturally are, it will 
! ly be seen that the expenditure of the 
a on his clubs amounts to a con- 
siderable sum in the course of a year, espe- 
pag? if he is convivially inclined. A $50 
-or $100 bill isn’t a rare ®ne by any means 
for the eatables and drinkables served at 
one table at a down-town club. So that for 
. members who do not even make their home 
_ @t the club, a club bill of $1,000 in a year 
would a very frequent one in Chicago. 
fae the size of the figures mentioned the 
reader unfamiliar with clubs might be in- 
clined to think that these organizations were 
_ run for profit, but such is the fact in no case. 
_. A club in every instance is operated purely 
_ for the benefit of ite members. Only such 
_ charges are.made as will insure the financial 
Success and prosperity of the organization: 
that is, the intention is to take in only an 
ample sum to cover all fixed charges and 
_ expenses. In every case m are given 
‘ the benefit of close figures on what they eat 
- and drink, and on all club accommodations. 
For example, the club member isn’t charged 
‘$4 for a bottle of $4 champagne—he is 
ch only $3.50 or §3.75. When {t comes 
_%© cigars the member acquires a great ad- 
vantage over the mam who buys at a cigar 
estore. Clubs never charge for their tobacco in 
» ny shape more than 5, 6, or 7 per cent over 
the actual cost price. That means a great 
deal,.for when a club uses up $30,000 worth of 
cigars in a year one may be sure it can buy 
/ at the lowest figure, and when there is ex- 
‘pended at its buffet the great sum of $50,000 
in a year for liquor alone, it is equally cer- 
tain that wholesale dealers and manufact-

@rease of Carrying Power Are 
Claimed for the Plan—Cost of Con- 
struction. 


HAT Chicago needs, and needs 
badly, in connection with its 
street pavements,” said a Chi- 

cago engineer well up on the 

subject of which he spoke, “‘ is steel roads.” 

In the light of the fact that iron and steel 

pavements have been tried a number of 

times in the city and have been found any- 
thing but valuable, the statement seemed | 

somewhat unwarranted. But it was not a 

pavement of steel which was meant. The 

** steel road’ spoken of, it was afterwards 

explained, consists of no more than a double 

or single track of broad steel rails for car- 
riages and wagons. : 

- Have you ever wondered why the rails of 

a street car track are made with a broad, 

flat flange at the bottom? ’ 

|The flange furnishes an excellent and 
mich-used runway for wagon wheels and is 
greatly preferred to the pavement by driv- 
ers of heavy loads, in spite of the profanity 
of gripmen, but not many persons know that 
this is the reason for its existence. It is not 
for the car company’s convenience that the 
rails are made in that form. The width of 
the flange is set by law at a figure great 
enough to accommodate a wagon wheel of 
ordinary gauge and its purpose is to serve as 
a smooth roadway for heavy vehicles. The 
frequency with which cars are run in the 
business part of the city makes its value in 
this direction slight. It is not an impossi- 
bility for a driver to keep his wagon on the 
car-track for several blocks at a time, be- 
cause it has been done; but the operation is 
invariably accompanied by vociferous re- 
monstrances from the gripman of a delayed

“The system of steel rails for wagon 
alone,” said the engineer, “‘ is, of course, no. 
more than an expansion of the scheme which 
dictated the law regarding car tracks, but it 
‘does away with the necessity for turning 
out for cars and it has the same effect asa 

rfectly smooth pavement without the at- 

endant evil of a roor foothold for horses.” 


' Reduce Expense of Repair. 


say the experts, which wear out the pave- 
ments. The continual grind of heavily laad- 
ed wagons picks out the weakest spots 
breaks the surface into holes. Nothing bu 
granite has been found able to resist the 
effect of heavy traffic, and the life of even 
a granite pavement is not long. The wear 
and tear on pavements are the cause of an 
immense expense to the city. Besides other 
advantages, a system of steel roads in Chi- 
cago’s streets would, it is believed, reduce 
this.expense to a minimum by lengthening 
the life of the pavement and doing away 
with the necessity of frequent repair. 

The chief advantage, however, which is 
claimed for the system lies in the reduction 
of the traction power required for traffic. 
It is what the .schoolbooks cai! “ a self-eyi- 
dent truth ” that a smooth rond is eusier on 
horses and wagons than-a rough one. Few 
pavements cause a greater wear and tear 
on horsefiesh and vehicles than the granite 
blocks. This in itself is the cause of no 
slight cost to the owners of horses and 
wagons, but a still greater loss is due to the 
consequent small carrying power of all 
vehicles. It is’ said said that on a steel 
track one horse can draw twenty times as 
much as on a dirt road and five times as 
much as on macadam; a fact which fur- 
mnishes the chief argument of those who 
favor the introduction of steel roads into 
large cities. The system, it is claimed, would 
save from 50 to 80 per cent of the cost of 
hauling. 


value where traffic is heaviest. Indeed, the 
plan proposed by advocates of the scheme 
applies only to those streets where the haul- 
ing of heavy loads is the rule rather than 
the exception—the down-town streets and 
the most used avenues leading from the bus- 
iness center to the outlying parts of the city. 
For light driving no such improvement is 
thought necessary. 


How Road is Constructed. 


The rails for a road of the sort are not 
made like street car rails. In them the 
broad, flat surface becomes the main part. 
They are ten inches or a foot in width, with 
low, raised rims at the edges to keep the 
wheels from running off. In laying them 
the tops of the rims are put on the same level 
as the surrounding pavement, making of the 
rails a shallow, smooth-bottomed trench 
which offers no obstruction to a wagon 
crossing it. The best sort of rail thus far 
devised for the purpose is covered with little 
corrugations, smooth to the wheels, but 
rough enough to furnish a hold for horses’ 
hoofs. Se 

In the East the subject of steel roads has 
received some considerable attention, both 
regarding the use in cities and on country 
roads where there is a large amoun: of traf- 
fic, and figures on thé cost of the system 
have been prepared. Between the expense 
of putting down, steel tracks in the country 
and in the city there is some difference, for 
the city rails would need to be or heavier 
construction, but the difference is not great. 
As stated by Gen. Roy Stone, government 
expert on roads, the cost of construction of 
a double steel track in connection with the 
usual pavement would be about $5,000 a 
mile greater than the cost of the pavement 
as it is. In comparison with the common 
cost of a pavement this amount is slight. 

The chief obstacle to the introduction of 
steel roads in Chicago, the city officials say, 
is found tm the presence of street car tracks 
in the down-town district. The value of 
one ceneee is admitted, but the fact that in 
a rge number of.cases streets where ‘t-. 
would be of the greatest use are already 
occupied by car lines is thought to presen‘ a 
difficulty of considerable proportions. The 
scheme for steel ds requires for its con- 
venient ‘carrying ‘out that the tracks shall 
occupy the middle of the street, with a car- 
riage road on each side. This could not he 
done under existing conditions without be- 
ing subject to the same necessity of turn- 
ing out for cars which is presented in the 
use of the car tracks by wagons. Thereare, 
however, a'number of streets where this dif- 
ficulty would not be met with, and on 
these, it is said by those who believe in the 
plan, the system might be started and ex- 
tended as chance offered. 


DEALERS FAYOR THE BAIRD GAME BILL 


South Water Street Merchants Suggest’ 
Modifications Which They Deem 
Absolutely Necessary. 


South Water street merchants who deal 
in game are inclined to look with favor on 
the Baird game bill, which is to come up at 
the next session of the Legislature, but they 
are anxious to have further protection for 
their own interests as merchants, and they 
will send a committee to Springfield to look 
after the interests of the street. 

“ F. M. Smith of F. mM. Smith & Co. said: 

We know Clearly what game merchants 
need. The bill will be all right if it goes far 
enough. But we do not want absurd re- 
Strictions made as to its sate that will kill 
the trade. The existing law does not make 
the time in which game from other States 
can be sold in this State long enough. The 
time. for its lawful sale should be extended 
to March 1. Game killed before the middle 
of October Practically might as well be 
thrown in the river. As a matter of fact 
Same is not dying out, as we hear so often. 
We have received more quail and partridge 
this year than for any corresponding period 
for ten years. Venison: has been over-plen- 
tiful, and receipts of prairie chickens have 
been one-third larger than last year.”’ 

H. L. Brown said: * Some houses in tnis 
street often handle from $4,000 to $6,000 
worth of game a day at the height of the 
season. There is a demand for game that 
must be filled. But we do not want more 
stringent ‘restrictions on the sale of game 
from other States. The Baird bill may be all 
right, but we would like to have the time 
when game can be kept lawfully in cold 
storage houses extended.. We can see no 
harm in allowing game in cold storage to be 
sold during the ‘closed season.’

A black cat of Danville, Ky., owned by

An Ape That Rides Alone. : 

Consul II. rides a wheel, not as other ani- 
mals do through the help of the real rider, 
but unaided.

Music i§ one of its 
chief accomplishments, its efforts onthe 
violin and bugle being too ludicrous to im- 
agine.

Applied to Russian Boats. 


Russian experiments with petroleum as 
fuel for warships have been attended with 
considerable success. The Russian torpedo- 
boat Vyborg was the vessel upon which 
the tests were made. The boat has: Yarrow 
water tube boilers which have been heated 
with naphtha fuel; and it is stated that the 
advantages of the latter have been so clear 
that the chief of the Kussian Admiralty 
has decided to apply this fuel to all torpedo 
craft.

There is a sort 
of fellow feeling between people who smoke 
pipes, which seems, somehow or another, far 
more than either cigar, cigaret, chewing to- 
bacco, or even snuff, to inspire sentiments 
of mutual confidence, and it may safely be 
taken for granted that the destinies of those 
two great nationg—namely: Russia and 
France—will not have suffered in any re- 
spect for having been discussed over the 
quiet smoke of two honest English briar- 
wood pipes. 


Habit Gained in England. 


For, curiously enough, both the President 
and the Emperor acquired their taste for 
this particular form of smoking in Great 
Britain, M. Faure, when living there in 
connection with his hide business, thirty 
years ago,-and young Nicholas, during the 
four months that he spent at Maidenhead 
and at Windsor, quietly courting the Prin- 
cess who is now his Empress.

The Emperor of Austria, who is a great 
smoker, restricts himself to those awful 
so-called “* Virginia ”’ cigars, which are man- 
ufactured of the rankest tobacco at Trieste, 
and have a straw running right through the 
middle of them in order to enable them to 
draw.

The late Emperor Frederick was devoted 
to his pipe, one of those porcelain bowled 
German arrangements, and never looked 
more genial and kindly than when he had it 
dangling from his lips. Old King Albert of 
Saxony and h® brother George, paladins 
both of them of the Franco-German war 
of 1870, take after Emperor Frederick in 
this respect, while his son, the present Em- 
peror, although smoking an o¢casional cigar 
usually confines himself to cigarets, of which 
he smokes a most inordinate quantity. 


Austrian Royalty Sniokes Pipes. 


Archduke Joseph of Austria, whose daugh- 
ter has just married the Duke of Orleans 
and who ts the head of the Magyar branch of 
the House of Hapsburg, is the only living 
member of his family who may occasionally 
be seen smoking one of those cherrywood 
pipes that are so common among the Aus- 
trian and Hungarian peasantry, and it may 
be added that the ill-fated Crown Prince 
Rudolph, as well as the late Archduke Al- 
bert, Generalissimo of the Austro-Hunga- 
rian army, used to prefer this form of smok- 
ing to any other. 

King Oscar of Sweden, Prince Waldemar 
of Denmark, and the sons of the King of 
Greece all of them affect pipes, having prob- 
ably contracted the taste for the latter dur- 
ing the course of their naval training.

IAGARA FALLS and the Whirlpool 
Rapids below them have long offered 
attr&ctive forms of adventure in the 
‘shooting ”’ of the one or the swim- 

ming of the other, but perhaps the most re- 
markable of these ventures is now to be 
tried. ‘ 

Only once has the swimming of the rapids 
been attempted, and Capt. Webb, who made 
the trial, lost his life in the rash of waters.

The descent of the falls, however, has never 
been safely accomplished, and it is this more 
difficult feat which is to be attempted. 

The man who will make the descent isa 
Frenchman, M. Casaquenne, and the origin- 
ator of a most novel plan. Schemes for 
shooting the falls have been many. Several 
persons have proposed going over them in 
a barrel-shaped apparatus with breathing 
holes which could be closed while under 
water, but the likelihood of the apparatus 
being forced beneath the surface at the foot 
of the falls and ground to pieces upon the 
rocks has deterred them from makéng the 
Others have proposed divers plans 
more or less feasible in appearance. But 
the most practical in appearance of all 
yet produced is that of M. Casaquenne. He 
is a than of considerable scientific attain- 
ment, and for some time has been devoting 
himself to a study of the aeroplane. It is 
by the use of this apparatus that he intends 
to make the descent. ass)

Construction of the Apparatus. 


The apparatus which the inventor be- 
lieves will make this flight possible is a 
combination of boat and aeroplane. The 
boat part is to be made very light. it will 
differ from the ordinary boat only in having 
a very high stern, sloping at'a considera- 
ble angle from the surface of the water. 
The objéct of this sloping stern is to cause 
the water to assist in lifting the boat out 
of the stream. 

Before the brink of. the falls is reached 
the aeroplane will be held in a horizontal 
position, but at the instant the plunge is 
reached the front end of the plane will be 
raised to catch the wind. With the aero- 
plane in this inclined position the boat would 
be held back, and the current. striking 
against the sloping stern would force it 
out of the falls, thus assisting the action of 
the wind against the surface of the aero- 


f the boat through the air after

\ set of the aeroplane, and 


ent of the feat will depend 
almost wholly upon the skillful handling 
of the apparatus. If the river did not make 
a turn at the very foot of the falls the steer- 
ing of the boat would be simplified, as it 
would only be necessary to shape the course 
so that the river would be struck at a slight 
angle and two or thrée hundred feet below 
the foot of the falls. But on account cf the 
bend it is necessary that the course be 
curved sideways to avoid landing on the 
Canadian banks. In crder te be abie to 
curve the course sideways the plane is so 


arranged that efther side may be elevated 


or depressed by side ropes. The operator 
will be strapped to the seat, but will have 
free use of his hands and feet. With the 
first he will manipulate the side ropes and 
with the latter the end ones, by means of 
which the end inclination of the plane is 
controlled. “4 


More Difficalt than Appears. 


With the aid of the aeroplane the shooting 
of the falls does not seem a difficult feat. 
Indeed, it has been more than once re- 
marked by persons to whom M. Casaquenne’s 
plan has been disclosed that it was no more 
venturesome than to jump from a high 
tower, trusting to the aeroplane for safety. 
This, however, in the words of M. Casa- 
quenne, is an absurd conclusion. The dan- 
ger of the performance Hes in the fact that 
once started there is no turning back, and 
any faiiure on the part of the mechanism to 
work properly means certain deuth. In 
jumping from a tower the operator can take 
his time, make the leap when,the air cur- 
rents are most favorable, and need, care 
nothing about the distance from the foot of 
the tower at which he strikes the ground, 
for if this distance is shorter than content- 
plated it makes no difference. In going over 
the falls, however, the case is different. - 

There are two great limitations to the 
flight introduced; the rocky banks on each 
side of the river must be avoided and the 
water must be struck at a point 
far enough away from the foot of 
the falls to avoid being drawn into 
them by the suction. Besides these, the 
care necessary in operating the aercplane is 
greatly increased. If the front edge of the 
plane is raised too soon the probabllities-are 
that the boat would be lifted from the water 
before reaching the falls and through lack 
of sustaining power will in all likelihood 
strike the torrent just below the brink, sink- 
ing the stern and destroying the vessel. 
Should the operator neglect to.set the aero- 
plane soon enough the result will be as fata!. 
The hiunging waters will create a current of 
air ony ne: the plane will not be able to de- 
velop s cient sustaining power to float the 
boat through the air to a point cf safety. 
It is therefore evident that the aeroplane 
must be set at the exact instant when the 
boat reaches the position on the falls at 
which the lifting power should first: be ap- 
plied to insure a flight of the desired length, 
and the determination of this time will. be a 
matter of great nicety. Only extreme cool- 
ness on the part of the operator will make 
possible its successful accomplishment. 


TWO NEW COMETS IN THE HEAVENS 


One of These Prof. Swift First Made 


Out Without the Use of re 
' Glass. 


Prof. Lewis Swift of Lowe Observatory, 
Echo Mountain, California, has discovered 
a comet by means of his unaided vision. 
Here is his own Story of it: 


“ The comet that I have just seen, without 


the aid of a telescope, has not, so far as I 
have been able to learn, been seen by any one 
else. The way I happened to see it was this: 
When one-third of the sun had set below 
the mountain I noticed through the window 
of the observatory a peculiar luminous ob- 
ject, about 1° above the sun’s upper limb. 
It was at once apparent that the object could 
neither: be a star nor the planet Venus. 

rte er scr gpa that 
soon reached by me. Seizing an opera glass 
I closely inspected 
Sound thas p the luminous object and 
and brightness. You must understand. to 
fully appreeiate my surprise, that it is a very 
unusual thing indeed to see a comet by day- 
light very near the sun, and to witness all 
this without even the aid of a pair of specta- 
cles. The glass revealed still another sur- 
prise, however, for by its aid I learned that 
there were two comets, one of which was 
that which had become visible to me without 
the ald of a glass. The secondorie, when the 
telescope was turned full upon it, seemed 
of unusual size and brightness. 

“Within about five minutes I saw both 
the sun and the comets slowly. sink from 
view behind a spur of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains. The glasses that I used in sur- 
veying the second comet were of the ordi- 
nary sort you see at the theater. The next 
day I was at the observatory, engaged in 
studying the heavens with my four and a 
half inch comet seeker. I swept around the 
sun to get, if pogsible, another view of the 
two comets I had seen the previous day. 
When the sun’s disk had half disappeared 
below the mountain. peak I detected what I 
supposed was one of the comets. Its faint- 
ness surprised me, however, for it appeared 
no brighter to me then, when aided by the 
comet seeker, than when I first looked at it 
with the naked eye.”’

and resistance. One of these is destined for 
the sending end of the telephot and one for 
the receiving end. The one at the sending 
Station is mounted in the usual manner with 
an induction coil and a nattery, and is made 
to give off the Roentgen rays. Below it is 
placed the writing or photograph to be 
transmitted, laid out flat on a thin slab 
of vulcanite or other suitable material. 
Still further below that is the “‘ variator.”’ 
This ‘‘ variator’’ is.the most important 
part of the invention, It consists of two 
parallel rods, across and at right angles to 
which: He several metal strips. The rays 
going through the picture strike on the 
first of these two pencils and produce a 
mechanical impact.

Operation of the Machine. 


Given the variations of current 11 tue main 
circuit from the sending end, the second in- 
duction coil transforms them into an alter- 
nating current, which will produce the usual 
action in the receiving Crooke’s tube.

Sary, but it is believed it will not be needed 
except fn cases of telegraphing farther than 
from Chicago to New York. Under the re- 
ceiving tube is placed a piece of sensitized 
paper or a dry plate, such as photogra- 
phers use and such as have been acted upon 
sO universally by the X rays. This is sub- 
jected to the direct action of the tube, and 
@ short exposure will reproduce a shadow 
negative of the print or picture at the trans- 
mitting end. 

The.theory on wifich the inventor thinks 
the telephot works is strictly analogous to 
that of tiie telephone. He figures that the 
Roenigen rays, in gcing through the pict- 
ure at the sending station, are partly cut 
off by the materia! through which they pass, 
and hence produce a modified action upon 
the variator. These modifications are in 
turn sent over the line in the electric cur- 
rent just as the voice vibrations are trans- 
mitted in talking through a telephone.

AGO AND WHAT FOLLOWED IT. 


Outdoor Baptism of the Condemned 
‘Men — How Enterprising -.Circus 
Agents Utilized the Occasion—Dra- 
matic Midnight Scene—The Doomed 
Criminal Implored the Crowd Not to 
Interfere —~ Web Failed to Rescue 


Him and Inaugurated a Holiday. 


T one time, many*vears ago, there was 
ugly blood among some neighbors in 


Southern Illinois. The cause was in- | 


consequential and was soon forgotten 
in the grim outcome of its subsequently al- 
most picturesque horrors. 

Early on an autumnal morning one of the 
unsuspecting parties/to the feud, a man 
named Calhoun, was alled to the door of his 
cabin, built near the’edge of woods. Voices 
from without had summoned him by name 
and he, quite unthinking, threw open the 
door only to receive ‘two or three bullets 
into his body, fired by hidden miscreants. 
Throwing his arms wildly into the air he 
shrieked, “Curse your souls, you’ve shot 
me’ dead,” staggered a few steps, whirled 
around, and dropped lifeless in his tracks. 

Justice in rural [Jlnois does not always 
move with leaden wings, at least it was a 
creature of some celerity in these days, and 
it was not long before half a dozen men 
were under arrest charged with the crime, 
and known well enough to have had more or 
less to do with it. Of these four were finally 
held to the courtS and duly tried and con- 
victed.

Danger of a Commutation.

MEN WHO MADE HISTORY. 


STORY OF A FAMILY PROMINENT IN 
EARLY ILLINOIS AFFAIRS.

Death of Ex-Senator George W. Jones 
Recalls the Career of a Family Con- 
spicuous in the Early Territorial 
Affairs of Illinois and Three Adjoin- 
img States—Dunlap-Jones Feud at 
Kaskaskia. ae 


HE death at Dubuque, Ia., a short time 
ago of the venerable ex-United States 
Senator, George’W. Jones, in his nine- 
ty-third year, in his own right entitled 

to be regarded as one of the most picturesque 
characters in the history of an adjoining 
State, while also early {dentified with Illi- 
nois, will fecall to the minds of the students 
of Illinois history a family which, in Terri- 
torial days, had gained a prominence pos- 
sessed by few, if any others, of that period. 
In fact the career of the family in connec- 
tion with the first steps in the organization 
of a Territorial government northwest of the 
Ohio River and in its. relation to society 
around the Territorial capital of Illinois was 
so unique that it should hold a place, not 
only in the history of that primitive period, 
but in its romance and tragedy as well. 

John Rice Jones, the founder of the Ameri- 
can branch of the family, was a native of 
Wales. He was born Feb. 11,1759. After re- 
celving an education in both medicine and 
law in Oxford, Eng., he began the practice 
of the latter in London shorily after reach- 
ing his majority. His story and that of his 
immediate descendants has been told by one 
of the later generation—W. A. Burt Jones of

Trials of the Telephot. 


The first of these trials was to transmit 
the newspaper picture ofa piano.

Then 
he tried putting a penknife on the trans- 
mitting disk. At the other end he obtained 
a fair outline of the handle and of an open 
blade. The next experiment was with a 
pill box, and this showed! the outlines ex- 
cellently. After that some writing was tried 
andan ‘‘A” and ‘‘ P’’ were secured. 

Dr. d@’Unger is now having a new telephot 
made which is expected by him to turn out 
perfect or nearly perfect work. It will be 
essentially the same old apparatus, but will 
have tubes of a larger capacity, a variator 
of finest workmanehip, and specially wound 
induction coils. A feature of it will consist 
in lenses of lead which are for the purpose 
of refracting the X_ rays, and will expand or 
contract their volume at. the will of the 
inventor. 


Value of the Invention. 


Dr. dUnger is now applying for protec- 
tion on his machine, and has the drawings 
and specifications now in the Patent Office. 
But, although time has not yet elapsed to se- 
cure the rights, he states he has had many 
offers of flattering sums for the invention. 
Previous products of his ingenuity, the doc- 
tor says, have been taken away from him 
without any adequate remuneration being 
given, but. this one he will carefully guard, 
and he expects it will yet make him rich. 

“There are details which will of course 
need perfecting,” said the doctor in speaking 
of his invention, *‘ and I may not work them 
all out or even live to see them completed, 
but the work will be taken hold of and 
pushed to the utmost, for I consider this 
one of the most important inventions of 
the century. When my new machine is in 
working order it will prove the meat accu- 
rate, speedy, and universally desired means 
of diffusing intelligence over the world. and 
I look to see it supersede the present forms 
of telegraphy in a short time. I propose to

His son, William, was s®n- 
tenced for twenty years, but in the rigors of 
prison life lost his reason, was returned 4s 
an insane criminal to his county infirmary, 
and died there less than a year ago. 


Two to Be Hanged. 


The other two men convicted at the same 
time, Hubbard Hdider and Joseph Myers, 
were sentenced to be hanged. The trial took 
place at Shelbyville, George R. Wenderling 
being one of the leading attorneys im the 
case. He was then a young man of merited 
distinction, which repute was augmented in 
later life by his essays at “ answering 
Ingersoll. 

After the trial both men confessed to a 
share in the killing, but, as usual in such 
cases, were quite willing to unload the blame 
for being drawn into the plot upon others. 
No further prosecutions, however, occurred, 
it having been proved that these two really 
fired the fatal shots. | 

Shortly after their confession both men 
“‘ experienced religion ” in the Baptist faith, 
and one Sunday morning were taken by the 
kindly Sheriff down to a neighboring river, 
where, in the presence of a large crowd, 
they were met by a minister and duly im- 
mersed, after which, still manacied, they 
were returned to the jailand place@againin 
their common cell. 

This was some two weeks before the date 
fixed for their executiom About noon of the 
day before that announced event the writer 


had occasion to-visit Shelbyville, where, | 


through the aid of Mr. Wenderling and 
‘ others, he was a close and active witness of 
the startling doings that ensued. 


Exhibited the Gallows. 


Arriviny: at the town, his attention was 
first held by a high new board fence, which 
had evidently just been built at one side 
of the jail. It was found that this fence 
made an inclosure in which the gallows had 
been erected. The Siate law required, as it 
still does, that all executions should take 
place within the precinct of the county jail, 
but the difficulty at Shelbyville was that 
the jail was too small a structure to con- 
tain a practical working gallows, so this 
pine board annex had been built alongside 
and within it the paraphernalia of death 
erected. 


From their cell ‘the two condemned men' 


not only had been able to witness everv., 
step of the gallows construction, but were 
also privileged to see it tested every few 
minutes during the day by the accommodat- 
ing Sheriff, who admitted his friends by 
coteries of three or four within the inclosure 
and banged the fatal trap for tlhe edifica- 
tion of each visiting party. He really 
evinced a substantial pride in the way the 
‘thing acted, and, in letting it drop twice 
for the writer’s entertainment, explained 
that ‘‘ the more it was tried now the better 
it would work when the time came.” 


Were “ Degenerate Typés.”’ 


He then led the way into the jail proper 
through a long window which had been 
turned into a temporary connecting door 
and up a short flight of steps, where a formal 
introduction was’ had to the two murderers. 
They were a villainous looking pair, though 
one was a manifest case of easily swayed 
stupidity. 
not been evolved in literature in those days, 
else it were easy enough to have shown that 
crass ignorance and a hopelessly blind en- 
vironment had but. worked its inevitable 
course with the wretched -fellow, who, per- 
haps, was hicky after all in being so near 
his deliverance into a world where he might 
have a chance to try things over again with 
a better start and surroundings. 

But his companion was as ugly-faced a 
scoundrel as ever glared from behind prison 
bars, and the glaring in this case was not 
beautified in the least by the fact that it 
all had to be done with one eye, the other 
having, been gouged out some years before. 
Theories as to heredity, degenerate environ- 
ment, and all that would have been idle in 
his case. He was manifestly created to be 
sent to the devil, and the only wouder was 
that the journey had been successfully 
staved off so long.

Circus Utilized the Fence. 


Leaving them for: awhile, after perhaps 
two hours, which had passed in an interview 
with the condemned and in going over the 
history of the crime with the Sheriff, a 
large crowd was found standing around 
outside the newly built inclosure. 
was just driving away in which sat two men 
with satisfied faces and that look of sereni- 
ty which accompanies the knowledge of a 
good work welldone. A glance at the board- 
ing explained all. They were the advance 
agents of a cirucs that was to visit the town 
in a fortnight or so, who, after making their 
call upon the prisoners and Mheriff that 
morning and seeing the trap work, had 
been impressed on leaving with an enterpris- 
ing idea strictly in the line of business. 

Returning with paste pails, brushes, and 
posters, they had covered the convenient 
boarding with the customary showing 
of particolored bills. Short*skirted “ladies 
of the ring pirouetting on the backs of Arab 
chargers, clowns, trapeze artists, and all 
the conventional and familiar exhibit of cir- 
cus poster art were thus duly blazoned upon 
the inclosure, within which, and inside of 
twenty-four hours, two men were expected 
to be strangled according tolaw. The crow4a 
of onlookers took the display in the best of 
feeling. Wasn't it just so much more added 
to the attractivemess of the town? 


Serenaded the Condemned Men. 


That evening after dark company of vil- 
lage serenaders came around to the jail, and 
with the noble purpose of comforting the 
two.wretches inside, played and sang the 
choicest of their religious and sentimental!

other sound in the darkness, Then one of 
them said:

A gasp and a sigh that quivered the thick 
air of the place followed, and then the voice 
continued, *‘ Well, I ‘spouse it’s all right.” 

A matca was struck by the Sheriff's dep- 
uty, a lantern lighted, the iron Joor un- 
locked, and the commuted man led out into 
the little corridor. Of course, in the trony 
of fate he had to be the uglier visaged, one- 
eyed miscreant, known to be the worst of 
the twain. Both men had been lying in a 
thick bedding of loose straw that covered 
the bottém of the cell, and both had been 
handcuffed at all times after their sentence. 

There was a horribly affecting parting 
between them, though the commuted man 
showed ncthing of really deep feeling com- 
pared to his fellow-wretch, who was now to 


_be left aione. 


The door was banged upon the 'atter; his 
whilom companion, fettered for extra se- 
curity, was led down the stairs and the jail 
closed upon the solitude of the one who had 
now only the blackness of the nighi and his 
own poor thoughts and soul for company. 

The fellow doomed for Joliet was taken 
by the Sheriff and his deputy to the sta- 
tion, followed by the others of the party in 
a carriage; the north-bound midnight train 
s00n came along, the prisoner and deputy 
were put on board, and in due time reached 
the penientiary, where the former lived 
some years ere he, too, died, and tue devil, 
his master, thus finally receftved his own. 


Lively Time in Town. 


Next morning all was lively in Shelbyville. 
A double hanging had never occurred in those 
parts, and people came in wagons and on 
foot from far and near. Whole families 
were there from elsewhere, with eatables 
for the day, and by 10 o’clock 5,000 people 
were in the streets. Among them, and nat- 
ural heroines of the occasion, were the wives 
of the condemned men. The wives had 
been kept out of the jail by the Sheriff as 
long as he dared, and it was not until about 
the hour named that he admitted them, and 
that the spouse of one learned that her hus- 
band was then safe in Joliet for life. Her 
joy at discovering that his neck had been 
saved had its immediate drawback in find- 
ing that she was no longer a person of any 
special importance, even for that day. More- 
over, the news that only one man was to be 
hanged—and he, if anything, the less villain- 
ous of the pair—was now abroad in the town, 
and neither Shelbyville nor its guests for thse 
day were at all pleased. 


Strange Idea of “ Justice.’ 


Dissatisfaction grew apace, mutterings 
became outspoken, knots of angry men and 
vituperative women gathered in various 
parts of the town, and soon word reached 
the jail that there was danger of an attack 
upon that not overstout structure. The 
crowds were having a revulsion of sentiment 
which was swiftly solidifying into a gen- 
eral opinion that so long as the principal 
scoundrel had ‘“escaped,’’ as they were 
pleased to term it, his less fortunate com- 
panion ought also to be let off. 

Meanwhile there was preparation and 
anxiety within the jail. The condemned 
man’s wife, @ poor, washed out creature 
from the edge of the woods, had been al- 
lowed to see him, perhaps thus decently at- 
tired for the first time in his life, dressed 
in a cheap suit of respectable black fur- 
nished by the Sheriff; had said her convul- 
sive good-by and been led outside. Her ap- 
pearance was only another fagot to the fame 
of the crowd’s discontent, and presently a 
fellow mounted a barrel and in good, set 
terms denounced the wickedness of the law 
in making her a genuine widow while 
Holder’s wife was now only to be one by 
brevet. The number of people around the 
jail was so large and their temper so uncer- 
tain, with its positive verging toward ugli- 
ness, that Mr. Wenderling went outside, 
and, addressing the crowd, besought them to 
respect the law and permit it to take rs 
course. 


Argued for His Own Death. 


But he saw that something more potent 
than even his dispassionate words was es- 
sential, and, returning to the jail, consulted 
with the Sheriff, the clergyman, and others 
who were present, the result being that the 
minister actually took it upon himself to per- 
suade the man about to be executed to speak 
to the turbulent throng in person! 

This the poor fellow did from a large grated 
window, telling them in his uncouth way, 
that he ought to die and was satisfied to do 
so, and begging them not to make any 
trouble for his good friend, the Sheriff, who 
was now going to hang him. 

This rather staggered the crowd and 
quieted the more demonstrative ones tempo- 
rarily. But the growing roars of dissatis- 
faction were soon heard again, and then, 
although it was some little time before the 
hour fixed for the execution, Mr. Sheriff led 
his prisoner down the steps, out into the in- 
closure, pinioned him as the clergyman 
prayed, and in the presence of the few spec- 
tators pulled the trap bolt and dropped the 
man to his death half an hour in advance of 
the announced time. Then he sat down and 
burst into tears, while the physicians were 
feeling the pulse of the thing that dangled 
before them. 


Crowd Discovers the Strategy. 


But his hysteria and the awed attention 
of those present were immediately changed 
into other sensations. Their time of anxie- 
ty was not yet over, even though the man 
was at last successfully hanged, for the 
crowd without had heard the drop fall and 
guessed its deadly meaning. 

There was a moment of portentous quiet, 
then a howl of rage at realizing all was over, 
in spite of their disapproval, followed by a 
ripping and crashing of boards announcing 
that they were tearing down the inclosure. 

There was a hurried rush of those inside 
the place back into the jail, the writer being 
among the last to get in, and the improvised 
door was hardly closed and chained before 
the throng had smashed their way through 
the boarding. 

“Cut him down!” -“ Save him!’’ was the 
shout, but all too late, for a snapped vertebra 


—— 
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St. Paul, Minn.—and it has been incorporated 
by Edward Gay Mason in his “‘ Early Chi- 
cago and Illinois,”’ forming the fourth vol- 
ume of the Chicago Historical Society’s col- 
lections. From this it appears that John 
Rice Jones emigrated to America early in 
1784, first locating in Philadelphia, where he 
remained in the practice of his profession 
about two years, meanwhile making the ac- 
quaintance of Benjamin Franklin, Dr. Ben- 
jamin Rush, and others among their con- 
temporaries.

of the Ohio, the present site of Louisville, 
where he joined an expedition organized by 
Clark to operate against the Indians on the 
Wabash, finally becoming Commissary-Gen- 
eral of the garrison at Vincennes. 


First Identified with Illinois. 


Here Jones appears to have remained unt!! 
1790, when. he removed to Kaskaskia, then 
the emporium of the white settlements west 
of the Wabash.

In the fall of 1808 Jones again removed to 
Kaskaskia, but remained only. two years, 
He then removed to Louisiana Territory 
(now Mississippi), first locating at St. 
Genevieve. later at St. Louis, and finally 
at Potosi, where the had acquired 
large interests in mimeral lands. While in 
Illinois he appears to have been a large 
land-owner, as he is said to have paid taxes 
in 1808 on more than 16,000 acres in Ran- 
dolph County alone, to say nothing of his

Im the steps which led to the ad- 
mission of Missouri as a — he was a 
prominent actor, being a member of the con- 
vention which framed the State Constitu- 
tion in 1820, and one of the leading candi- 
dates before the first General Assembly for 
the United States Senate—the oholoe falling 
upon Thomas H. Benton. Jones, however, 
was chosen one of the three Justices of the 
Supreme Court by the same Legislature, 
serving until his death, which occurred at 
St. Louis Feb. 1, 1824. During his life he 
was the intimate personal friend of many 
whose names are now regarded ae national 
property, including Henry Clay, Richard M. 
Johnson, Jesse B. Thomas, Edward Bates, 
Gov. Ninian Edwards, and many more. 

Reeallis a Great Tragedy. 

The tragical fate of Rice Jones, the oldest 
son of John Rice Jones, is frequently alluded 
to, and it marked an era in the history of 
Kaskaskia. It has been incorporated by 
Mrs. Cathenwood in her. story of *“* Uld Kas- 
kaskia,’’ and is one of its ieading iucidents, 
Born in: Wales Sept. 28, 1781, two or three 
years. before the removal of his fa- 
ther to this country, he had re- 
ceived a degree from the medical de- 
partment of the University of Pennsylvania 
and later taken a course in a law school at 
leitchfield, Conn., then recognized as ** the 
first institution of its kind in the United 
States.”’ Judging from these educational ad- 
vantages it may be imagined he wag re- 
garded as exceptionally well equivp for 
a professional and political career in a pio- 
neer community such as that which had 
been growing up on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi during the preceding hundred years,and 
this conclusion is sustained by contempora~- 
neous accounts, which describe him not only 
as accomplished, so far as education was 
concerned, but endowed by nature with 
talents of extraordinary brilllancy. _ 

Young Jones, having established himself 
in the practice of his profession at Kaskas- 
kia in 1806, soon became a prominent factor 
in local politics. As the result of an exciting 
election held in Randolph and St. Clair 
Counties—the two counties then embracing 
the whole of the “Tilinois country —in 
which one of the leading issues was the 
question of separation from Indiana and 
the organization of a new Territorial gov- 
ernment for the country west of the Wa- 
bash River, he was chosen a Representative 
in the Territorial Legislature for Randolph 
County. The bitterness engendered in this 
contest led to arrangements for a duel be- 
tween Rice Jones and Shadrach Bond Jr., 
who had already been a member of the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature and afterwards became 
the first Delegate in Congress from the Ter- 
ritory of Illinols, and still later the first 
Governor of the new State. Bond was the 
challenger, and the meeting took place on an 
island in the Mississippi River between Kas- 
kaskia and St. Genevieve. Bond’s second 
was Dr. James Dunlap, who appears also 
to have been a bitter enemy of Jones. The 
premature explosion of the pistol in the 
hand of Jones after the combatants had 
taken their places preparatory to the order 
to “fire” raised a question as to whether 
it was accidental or was to be considered 
Jones’ fire. Dunlap maintaimed the latter, 


but Bond accepted the explanation of his. 


Aversary that the discharge was acci- 
Sertal. and the generosity which he dis- 
played led to explanations between the prin- 
cipals that averted a final exchange of shots. 


Continuation of the Feud. 


The feud between Dr. Dunlap and Rice 
Jones and their respective friends, instead 
of disappearing with the settlement of the 
affair between Jones and Bond, appears to 
have extended until it involved a large por- 
tion of the community on one side or the 
other—being intensified by mutual accusa- 
tions and recriminations appearing in the 
only paper at that time printed in Kaskaskia. 
The final culmination of the affair was 
reached Dec. 7, 1808, in the shooting down 
of Itice Jones in the streets of Kaskaskia by 
Dr. Dunlap, who immediately fled. and was 
never seen in that vicinity again. It was 
the most sensational tragedy in the early 
history of Illinois, and was remembered with 
horror by a majority of its citizens for a 


quarter of a century, The feeling of indig- 


nation against the assassin and of sympathy 
for his victim seems to have been almost uni- 
versal, beyond the circle of a small body 
sympathizers with the former.

There was strong circumstantial evidence

There were other prominent members of 
this remarkable family. Among them was 
Gen. John Rice Jones (second), oldest son of 
John Rice;Jones, who served in the war of 
1812 undét Gen. Henry ‘Dodge, removed to 
Texas (then a Mexican State) in 1881, took 
part in achieving its independence, and was 
one of the earliest settlers of Austin, the 
present State capital, dying in 1845. Equally 

prominent was Gen. Augustus J the 
second son, who was also a soldier with his 
brother in the war of 1812; was later a prom- 
sooner “an — Rome, of — Eager 
souri, and in went to Tex at 
Columbus, in that State, in 1887 at the age 
of nearly 91 years. Prominent also was 
Myers Fisher Jones, anot son, who was 
extensively engaged in mining and smelting 
in Missouri at an early day. He removed to 
Texas in 1839, and died there in 1846. 


Discharged Public Duties Well. 


Gen. George Wallace Jones, ex-United 
States Senator, whose death at Dubuque, Ia., 
July 22, 1896, has already been alluded to, 
was the fourth son. He was born at Vin- 
cennes, Indiana Territory, in 1804 He 
served as a drummer boy in the latter aot 
of the war of 1812; was a Delegate to Con- 
gress fromm the Territory of Michigan in 1835- 
37, from Wisconsin in 1837-’39, United States 
Senator from Iowa 1847-'59, and Minister 
to New Granada 1859-’61. He was a strong 
sympathizer with slavery and after his re- 
turn froin South America in 1861 was im- 
prisoned at Fort Lafayette two months for 
sympathy with the cause of the South ex- 
pressed in a letter written to Jefferson Davis 
in the early days of secession.

copy of this interesting work that they have 
I am not one of the most enthu- 


packed full of illustrations—photogravures, 


half-tones, and wood cuts. This alone would: 


make it attractive. But, what is unusual in 
a book so elaborately illustrated, it is ex- 


ceedingly readable. 


The early years of Meissonier, his biogra- 
pher tells us, were gloomy. His youth was 
hard and laborious, but his trials molded his 
eharacter without embittering his life. His 
mother, whom he adored, was a woman of 
refinement and cultivation and with a taste 


- -for art, though she never got beyond paunt- 


ing on china. Unlike many artists whose 
life began in gloom and was continued with 
a struggle, Meissonier got a pretty good edu- 
cation. While he was studying art in Paris 
he was very poor. But he was hapry;asart 
students usually are. Though he dined on a 
half-penny roll he would take his coffee at 
gome friend’s house who was better off in 
this world’s goods. Finally his father pro- 
vided him with a studio and an allowance of 
a few hundred francs, which was something, 
though not much. . 


Breeches Superseded Balzac. 


It is not generally known that Meissonier 
was associated with Balzac in the ‘‘ Comédie 
Humaine.” It was agreed that he was to 
make a drawing of the novelist as a frontis- 
piece for the. series. Balzac, whose own 
rights in the venture consisted of one franc 
on each volume sold, promised Meissonier 
at least two millions. Balzac was always 
good at promising, especially where money 
was concerned. The portrait, a half length, 
seated, was getting on famously when un- 
fortunately it was put aside for a week or 
two. One day the artist wanted to paint a 
pair of breeches, the folds of which “ ar- 
ranged themselves very happily ’’ on the 
model’s legs. He was eager.to seize the 
effect at once. He began to sketch on the 
corner of the panel on which Balzac was 
waiting. The ‘‘ hang’’ of the breeches im- 
proved every minute. They began to en- 
croach on the picture and finally covered it 
entirely, and -thus the portrait ofa great 
French novelist by a great French painter 
was lost to the world. 


Poverty in Old Agé. 


. At one time in his life Meissonier was prob- 
ably the best-paid of ail French paintdrs, 
but he did not know how to keep money, 
and the had extravagant habits. “It was 
his own fault,”’ his biographer says, ‘‘ that 
he had been unable to makea provision of 
2,000 franes a year for his old age, when 
for twenty-five years he had. been spending 
60,000."" **I,”’ exclaimed Meissonier, * to 
whom the absence of all vulgar preoccupa- 
tions is so essential, who would fain live 
only for and with the beautiful, Iam obliged 
to work, racked by amxiety, with anguish in 
my heart.’’ He might, in his later years, 
have sold his studies, but he wished to leave 
them to the mation. It was suggested to him 
to paint a panorama, which would prove re- 
munerative, but he thought it would be de- 
basing to art, and he refused... In 1875 he 
was attacked by a dangerous disease, from 
which he recovered, however, thanks to a 
skillful operation. But his illness left its 
ark, and he never felt quite himself after 
“How I am tortured! How weary I 

am!’ he would exclaim. ‘*‘My soul is sor- 
rowful, even to death. O, for help! How 
good it would be to rest, one’s work accom- 
plished. To wait quietly for the end, con- 


- templating the divine fruits of toil, looking 


Pack upon life, and composing a treatise, 
gimple and without bitterness, out of one’s 
past experience. How sweet such days 
would be.’’ But such days were not for him. 
One of the works which, at the age of 72, 
often kept him at his easel till after night- 
fall, in spite of pain and weariness, was the 
water color ‘‘ 1807."" The oil painting went 
to America, and is in the collection of one 
of the Vanderbilts. 


Artists Should Not Marry. 


A large part of this volume is made up of, 


extracts from Meissonier’s notebook and his 
opinions d impressions of art and artists, 
collected his wife. From his notebook I 
giean some interesting extracts; for in- 
stance: 

“Some men ought to marry. But not the 
true artist. Painting is his mistress, and 
all others must inevitably flee before ler. 
Wife, family, home, can only be the means 
which permit the artist to move more freely 

Jin-his ideal world—seeing they release him 
from all daily cares, bearing them for him. 
. » . People pity us sometimes for work- 
ing too hard: but work is our life, our only 
teal happiness. They might just as well

pity a child eating jam. ... My life has ) 


been very full. I have known what glory is, 
and love. Nothing has or can come up to 
the deep and intense enjoyment of hard 
work... . Here is a piece of advice worth 
having. Never let your daughter marry an 
artist. You will bring her to sorrow if you 
do. . . . An artist cannot be. hampered 
by family cares. He must be free, able to 


| devote himself entirely to his work.” 


Again he writes: **‘ The woman who mar- 
ries an artist ought to realize that she is 
entering on a life of self-sacrifice. An ar- 
tist’s wife must not underetand fidelity in 
the ordinary humdrum sense of the word. 
Ever if the matrimonial horizon should be 
darkened by fleeting storms it would be her 
part to restore peace and good will. If you 
have not the courage to include these items 
in your matrimonial budget do not marry an 
artist, unless, indeed, you are a celebrity 
yourself, a George Sand, abreast of your 
comrade in labor and talent.” 


No Leve for Money. 


He does not seem to have ad a very 
high opinion of millionaires, though they 
were necessarily his est patrons. He says: 

Some millionaires have immense power, 
I grant it. But even if they possess every 
possible talent and quality, they are swal- 
lowed up by their money, just as the sun-. 
light swailows up the glimmer of a candle. 

d They may weigh heavily, nay, 
enormous:y, in human affairs, but they 
sone for nothing in purely intéllectual mat- 

It made Meissonier very unhappy that 
Rembrandt's ‘‘ Gilder,” which he considered 
cne of the two most marvelous studies ever 
made by any painter, should have gone to 
America. ‘' To think,’ he exclaims, “‘ that 
*The Gilder,’ the finest of all Rembrandts, 
might have been offered to certain of our 
own miilionaires, and that it was allowed 
to go to America from the Morny collection. 
Two or three years ago, when my affairs 
were more flourishing, I myself, wculd have 
bought it for the nation.” And then he 
adds: “I place Rembrandt at the head of 
the moderns and far above them all. Cor- 
ao alone approaches him at certain mo- 
ments.’’ : 


Observations About Society. 


Meissonier does not seem to have cared 
much for society. ‘‘An artist,” he ex- 
claims, ‘‘should keep to his own studio. 
There he reigns supreme. Why should he £0 
out ihto society, where, if he chances to be a 
celebrity, entertainers who care naught for 
his personality boast of his presence, and 
serve him up, as it were, to their guests! 
Drawihg-room talk cannot, as a general 
rule, have much more coherence than the 
flight of files. The interruptions are so in- 
cessant, and any development of a subject so 
impossible, that the thoughts of even those 
persons who take an interest in art, and 
talk about it, have often wandered far from 
the subject before the answer comes.”’ 

Some of the sketches in this book seem to 
me to have more strength than the finished 
pictures. Certainly M. Greard has exhaust- 
ed his subject. He has left nothing for an- 
other biographer to tell, and that, together 
with the notes and illustrations in the book, 
make it invaluable to all admirers of Meis- 
sonier’s art.

It is likely that the small- 
er picture will be shown at the spring exhi- 
bition of the Society of American Artists, 
of which Mr. Story is.a member. 

The photograph of the picture which has 
been taken’ for Mr. Story he considers an 
excellent copy. It is the only one which has 
been made. . 


History of the Portrait. 

The history of the portrait, as told by Mr. 
Story to a writer in the New York Herald, is. 
as follows: 

‘‘'The Prince of Wales on several occasions 
had honored me-with visits at my studio, 
and last February, while on his way io the 
Riviera, he called on me in Paris and com- 
missioned me to do his portrait. He said 
that he would give me the sittings in June. 
A few weeks later Mr. Willlam Waidorf 
Astor, desiring to commemorate the visit of 
the Prince of Wales to Cliveden, also asked 


me to paint a portrait of his Royal Highness. 


When the Prince heard of this he readily 
gave his consent, and requested me to paint 
for him a replica of the Astor portrait, some-
